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GEORGE R. FERGUSON 

SERVED B 4 M 67 YEARS 


The oldest Boston & Maine em- 
ployee in point of service and 
years, George R. Ferguson of 18 
Johnson road, retired recently as 
chief of the railroad's Pass Bureau 
after (17 years and two months 
service. 

Mr. Ferguson has lived in \\ in- 
chester for 55 years. Born in Wo- 
burn .June 21, 1872, he came to 
Winchester in 1002, being the first 
to occupy the then newly built 
house at 1(1 Maxwell road. After 
three years there he moved to 232 
Highland avenue, his home for 
more than half a century. Tt is 
only recently that ho moved to his 
Johnson rond address. 

Mr. Ferguson spent his early life 
in his native Woburn, attended 
school there and was graduated 
from Woburn High School in 1800. 
After a short vacation he entered 
the emplov of the Boston A Maine 
Railroad July 23, 1890, as a clerk 
and messenger boy in the Superin- 
tendent's office of the then South- 
ern Division, now the Terminal 
Division. 

After less than two years service 
he was made chief clerk of the 
office, succeeding another Woburn 
man, Elwin G. Preston. His pre- 
decessor had a distinguished busi- 
ness career in Boston, serving for 
a time as secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and later becom- 
ing treasurer of the then R. H. 
White Company. He later joined 
S. S. Pierce Company as assistant 
treasurer, and at the death of Mr. 
Pierce became trustee of the firm, 
a position that led to his taking 
over the control of the business. 

In June of 1895 Mr. Ferguson 
became chief clerk to the Vice Pres- 
ident and General Manager of the 
B. & M. serving for 17 years in that 
capacity under Tristram A. Mac- 
kinnon and later, Frank Barr. Five 
voa’s after the Xe\v Haven took 
over control the office was abolished 
in 1912, and Mr. Ferguson became 
chief clerk to the General Superin- 
tendent of the Railroad for a short 
while. 

After three years service ns sec- 
retary of the railroad’s Valuation 
Committee, Mr. Ferguson was se- 
lected to institute the railroad’s 
Pass Bureau and on October 1, 
1 9 1 f>, he opened that bureau, of 
which he served as chief for -11 
years to the day, retiring from that 
position October 1, 1957. 

Mr. Ferguson has been twice 
married. His first wife, I.. Maud, 
died December 19, 1930, and April 
2f>, 1933, he married the present 
Mrs. Ferguson, who was Elsie En- 
man Cummings. His son, Rupert, 
lives in San Mateo, Calif., and is 
in the passenger traffic department 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
A younger brother of Mr. Fergu- 
son, J. B. Ferguson, was also in 
railroading for a time in the west 
before entering the more lucrative 
field of engineering, in which he 
made a conspicuous success. 

Mr. Ferguson has been active in 
Masonry for many years, is a for- 
mer member of William Parkman 
Lodge of Winchester and the oldest 
living past member of Mount 
Horeb Lodge of Woburn. A Mason 
for 57 years, he holds the .50 year 
certificate of the order.

so far as any pre sent residents can remember to hit Winchester since 
tin* days when the town was known as Waterfield because there was 
such an abundance of water here. 

Almost without rain all summer, with the reservoirs daily drawing 
nearer and nearer the danger point, the Water Commissioners finallv 
had to limit the use of water, with none permitted to be used outside 
the home, exeept for business purposes. 

History was also Made when, 
as a result of the town meeting 
vote in March, a connection was 
actually made with the Metropol- 
itan Water System and water l>e- 
gan to he pumped to the town’s 
Middle Reservoir in July. 

Running the drought a close sec- 
ond was announcement of a tax 
rate of $56.60, an increase of $•> 
over the 1956 rate, and a town 
meeting that dragged through 
eight sessions, and was marked by 
the most economical voting by th<* 
members encountered for many 
years, if not for all time. 

As the result of the economy 
mindedness of the town meeting- 
members the long-sought addition 
to the puhlir library was defeated 
i at tin* March meeting, and this de- 
cision later confirmed at a special 
session.

A record breaking amount of 
mail was processed at the Winches- 
ter post office during the recent 
Christmas season according to a 
statement issued this morning by 
Postmaster Thomas J. Gilgun. The 
Postmaster stated that well over 
half a million pieces of mail went 
through the cancelling machine. It 
is estimated that approximately 
20,000 parcels were dispatched and 
over 25,000 received by this office. 

On Sunday, December 15 and 22, 
the Winchester trucks were sent 
into Boston to get all available mail 
matter possible for delivery on the I 
following mornings. This enabled J 
the local office to keep an uninter- 
rupted flow of mail. 

Mr. Gilgun states that all mail 
received at the Winchester office up 
to noon on December 24 was de- 
livered on that day. 

Plans had been made for the 
Christmas rush, but the best of 
plans are of no avail unless the 
office has the complete cooperation 
of the employees and the public. 
This cooperation which was more 
in evidence this year than ever, 
worked to the advantage of both 
the employees and the postal pa- 
trons. 

“A Special word of commenda- 
tion is due to the Winchester Star," 
said Mr. Gilgun. for the wide pub- 
licity it freely gives the Post Office 
Department on postal matters, not 
only during the Christmas season, 
but throughout the entire year. 

The Postmaster said he wishes to 
take this opportunity to wish all 
the patrons of the local post office 
a Happy and Prosperous New 
Year.

During Christmas week an old 
line Winchester business came to 
an end when Anthony Marchesi 
closed out the produce business es- 
tablished by his father some 65 
years ago. 

The founder of the business, Sal- 
vatore Marches!, retired at the 
close of World War II and moved to 
California where he makes his 
home with his daughter, Mary, in 
San Diego. 

lie came east to Winchester for 
Christmas, and his presence in 
town reminded many older resi- 
dents of the early days of the Mar- 
chesi Produce business. 

Nearly fit) years ago Mr. Mar- 
chesi came to this country from his 
native Sicily, settling in Boston. He 
established himself in the fish busi- 
ness in Boston, buying and selling 
fish as a one-man concern. 

About 55 years ago Mr. Marchesi 
came to Winchester and went into 
the produce business here, continu- 
ing to sell fish on Fridays only. 

Starting with a horse and wagon 
in Winchester, Mr. Marchesi made 
a success of the local produce busi- 
ness from the start, and soon had 
to add another team to take care 
of his growing customer list which 
had overflowed Winchester into 
Woburn. From year to year he 
added customers until in recent 
years the business was about equal- 
ly divided between Woburn and 
Winchester. 

As the business grew Mr. Mar- 
chesi was joined in conducting it 
by his sons, Anthony, Peter and 
Paul. Always progressive, the 
business was motorized when 
trucks became popular for trans- 
portation and in recent years ihe 
Marchesis had operated three, 
trucks. 

After Mr. Marchesi’s retirement 
his oldest son, Anthony, carried on 
the business, doubling up to run 
both it and Neno’s Market when 
that was established in 1947. 

Carrying on both businesses 
proved quite arduous, and as the 
advent of super-markets made 
door-to-door produce selling less 
popular Mr. Marchesi wisely de- 
cided to close out his produce busi- 
ness and concentrate on his suc- 
cessful market. 

So last week the produce busi- 
ness ended as the old year drew to 
a close. The closing out of the 
business brought a nostalgic pang 
to those older residents who re- 
member Mr. Marchesi and his 
horse-drawn fruit and produce cart 
of long ago.

POPULAR AS DECORATION 


Holly, mistlet e, poinsettias, and 
other plants that dock the halls this 
time of year have a competitor in 
the Christmas rose. 

Growing in popularity, the dimi- 
nutive plant puts forth seven or 
eight white roselike blooms tinged 
with pink. A mature Christmas 
rose is no more than a foot high. 

The Christmas rose is not really 
a rose at all but belongs to the 
crowfoot family, the National Geo- 
graphic Society says. Botanists 
call the plant Helleborus niger or 
black hellebore after its black root- 
stocks. It has lustrous dark green 
foliage. 

A cold-weather plant, the Christ- 
mas rose flowers naturally in De- 
cember or January. It withstands 
snow and low temperatures, requir- 
ing only some sort of shelter from 
the weight of snow. 

Helleborus niger does not pro- 
pagate well in the United States. 
Most of the tiny plants are import- 
ed to florists from Belgium and the 
Netherlands. They develop best in 
soil peculiar to the western parts 
of those countries. 

Gardeners of the Low Countries 
grow the plant from slips taken 
from the parent plant after it has 
finished blooming in January. The 
The shoots are usually grown un- 
der glass to protect them from 
mildew and aphids to which they 
are particularly susceptible. 

In incubation a Christmas rose’s 
leaves are pruned regularly to give 
it added strength for blooming. 
After three years of care the plant 
is mature and ready to put forth its 
famous winter blossoms. 

Ancient Romans were familiar 
with the Christmas rose and 
eagerly sought it for medicinal use. 
They believed that eating the roots 
would ‘‘clear the brain, cure stupid- 
ity, and relieve insanity.” 

‘‘Let him sail to Anticyra,” said 
the poet Horace of an ill friend. 
Anticyra was a Greek town where 
the Christmas rose flourished. 

The Helleborus family is native 
to southern Europe and the Medi- 
terranean regions. The Christmas 
rose variety came originally from 
Austria. An Austrian botanist in- 
troduced it to England in 1596. 
English nurserymen, like their 
neighbors across the North Sea. 
patiently cultivated it in heated 
greenhouses for the Christmas 
trade. 

Like many flowers, the Christ- 
mas rose has its own special 
legend. According to the story, a 
poor shepherd girl watched the 
Wise Men come with rich gifts to 
present to the newborn Christ 
Child, and she wept because she 
had no present to offer. An angel 
suddenly appeared. 

Learning the cause of the girl’s 
distress, the angel waved a wand. 
Instantly, glistening white flowers 
carpeted the ground. The young 
shepherdess gathered blossoms. 
When she presented her gift, the 
Infant smiled. As his fingers 
touched the delicate white flowers, 
they became tinged with pink. 

The plant’s legendary associa- 
tion with Christ carries over to re- 
gions where it blooms in early 
spring. There it is often called the 
Lenten rose.

Fossils Massed in Slovakia 

Turning back eons, a well-pre- 
served shark skeleton found in 
western Indiana dates from 250 
million years ago. Fish and rep- 
tile bones bared by house builders 
near New Brunswick, N. J., are 
younger by only 100 million years. 
While bones washed ashore in Vir- 
ginia and dilophodon fossils found 
in Wyoming belong to Eocene 
times, about 50 millions years ago. 
On Slovakia’s Danube River fron- 
tier, a mass grave was found hold- 
ing bones of thousands of masto- 
dons, tapirs, and other primeval 
beasts that met a catastrophic 
death a million years ago. 

Three Australian group visited 
the Stone Age Pintubi (Bindaboo) 
tribe, which survives in good health 
on desert plants, small reptiles, 
similar game, and scant water in 
secret rock holes in harsh, sandy 
country near salty Lake Mackay, 
on the western edge of the North- 
ern Territory. Plans were formu- 
lated for making the region a big 
aboriginal reserve like Arnhem 
Land. 

The first color film of the rare 
Spanish Imperial Eagle at nest was 
taken by the third expedition to the 
wild Goto de Donana in southern 
Spain. The expedition included 
leader Guy Mountfort. Field Mar- 
shal Lord Alanbrooke, Dr. and Mrs. 
Julian Huxley, and Eric Hosking. 

Memories of 1874 were vividly 
revived in central Africa as Rich- 
ard, grandson of Henry Morton 
Stanley, led a Cambridge Univer- 
sity four-some in Land Rovers 
along the 3, 000-mile path of his an- 
cestor. The expedition ranged 
across east Africa and the Belgian 
Congo, studying native tribes, ani- 
mal, and bird life. 

Compared with other recent 
years, 1957 exploration was in cer- 
tain respects quite normal.

EDITORIAL 


One thing shown cleariy by the questionnaires sent out recently 
by the committee studying our town meeting is the fact that many who 
sent in answers believe that a big reason for the undue length to which 
recent meetings have dragged stems from the lack of knowledge of 
the import and purpose of articles in the warrant by members of the 
town meeting. 

It is quite clear to many regular attendants that many members of 
the town meeting have not even rend the warrants through, let alone 
tried to inform themselves on the questions to be discussed. 

There can he no question that such a lack of knowledge leads to 
lengthy explanations, questions and tiresome repetition that lengthen 
the meeting session appreciably. 

Among suggestions made by those answering questionnaires was 
one that would seem to have merit. It is that the advance precinct 
meetings be continued, but that instead of the meetings indulging in 
debate on the various articles of the warrant, they be strictly limited 
to explanation of the controversial articles, with the arguments for. and 
the arguments against being presented without discussion. 

In that way it is believed the town meeting members can get a 
comprehensive knowledge of the articles on which they are to make 
decisions with the advantages and disadvantages of a pro, or negative 
vote. 

To be of any real value precinct meetings must be much better 
attended than they have been in the past. It would seem however that 
those who permit themselves to be elected town meeting members should 
make the effort necessary to attend them. 

Elected town meeting members have by their candidacy for the 
office signified their willingness to serve in this important capacity. 
And it is an important capacity! Those, who because of the limited 
town meeting, are deprived of the right to vote on town matters, es- 
pecially on those affecting the taxes they must pay, have the right to 
expect that those who represent them 1>€- fully informed on the town 
business they are transacting. 

There have been many times in the past when the town meeting 
members’ apparent knowledge of questions being decided is open to 
doubt. 

Limited speakers’ time, denying non-members the right to speak or 
argue can help to a certain extent. Prompt starting and strict limita- 
tion of recess periods will also be helpful, as will the refusal to permit 
reconsideration of votes asked for by those who, for one reason or an- 
other, were not at the meeting when the action was taken. 

In the long run, however, an informed town meeting membership 
will constitute the best way to speed up our town meetings. If the 
members have to find out what the question is all about before they can 
appraise the arguments for and against it, much time of necessity is 
wasted.

It is not 
the job for a kindly “presidcr” or 
j for a man whose professional 
career requires that he not step on 
toes when the time for stepping on 
toes arises. 

Be that as it may, we can all take 
satisfaction in the clear-headed re- 1 
port of this Committee whose rec- | 
ommendations should he promptly 
adopted: save one. We will not j 

need a big hell or a red Hashing i 
signal to control the speaking 
times: -just a good, strong, new 
hand on che gavel!

“A policeman’s lot is not a happy 
I one!” 

This familiar phrase from Gil- 
bert and Sullivan comes to mind 
when one listens to Chief Charles 
J. Harrold of Winchester. 

“It is rough! A cop today has 
one of the most miserable, tough- 
| est and most underpaid jobs there 
are,” Harrold told the Beth El 
! Brotherhood at a breakfast meeting 
! in Dorchester Sunday, in discussing 
juvenile delinquency. 

“Today we can’t get the type of 
j men we want. You're not getting 
the old-type cop. Rather than take 
j a policeman’s job with starting 
take-home pay of $60 or $70 he 
| goes to work in a tannery at $125 
a week.” 

Cruising Car Brings Change 

"You can’t hire officers to do the 
kind of job officers did before the 
cruising cars came into popular 
use. There was a time when the 
man on the beat was responsible 
for everything that happened on 
the beat. He used to make the ar- 
rests, and, if he had to, would haul 
the prisoner half a mile to the box, 
wait for the wagon to come and be 
in court the following morning. 

"They wouldn’t take it today. 
They don’t make them that way 
I any more,” said Ilarrold, on the 
force himself since 1921 and chief 
for nine years.

1 v intin g to the higii co t and up- 
ward rise of crime, with $13 per 
person being spent on crime pre- I 
vention as against $1 per person 
for religion, he declared that erim- j 
Inals are "nothing but delinquents j 
grown up.” 

"You’ve got. to stop delinquents! 
at the start. If you don’t you’re in 
trouble. And the main cause of do- 1 
linquency is lack of attention to 
children. 

“Parents are to blame all the way 
down the line. Children don’t get 
religious training because of inat- 
tention. Parents play golf on Sun- 
day morning and turn the child 
loose. Then there are the working 
parents as a result of which chil- 
dren don’t know their parents. 


"Sixty percent of juvenile cases 
have been traced to broken homes, 
which leave young ters on their 
own. They suffer from lack of at- 
tention. Once children in a house- 
hold had to help with the chores. 
Today they are given money to 
go out and spend on a movie or for 
goodies. 

“These children need to have a 
parent play ball with them, go to 
church with them, go to the movies 
with them, go fishing with them, 
and in other ways have love and 
affection shown them.” 

He said participation in sports is 
very valuable. “When a youngster 
gets into sports he doesn’t have 
time to go wrong," he said, men- 
tioning the Police Athlete Longue. 

Winchester System Praised 
Harrold described the system 
used in Winchester in dealing with 
juveniles. A boy charged with an 
offense must report to the* station 
with his parents, apologize and 
make restitution. And then he 
must have his clergyman call the 
chief. The alternative is to have to 
go to court. 

The first time a youngster comes 
to court he is given a hearing in 
the judge’s lobby rather than a 
court trial, and if the offense is 
minor the ease is dismissed without 
a finding. After a year ho can start 
out again "clean and fresh.” 

“It’s a mighty fine system,” he 
remarked, especially if it is the 
same judge that sits on these juve- 
nile cases. 

He contended that the young- 


ster who gets in trouble with the 
law today is pretty well informed. 

He told of a 0-year-old who, 
when arraigned in court, wanted to j 
know if he could plead the Fifth 
Amendment. 

The chief was emphatic about the 1 
need for the death pennlty. “It is 
the only deterrent we’ve got. When 
we get rid of it. we’re sunk. This 
state will become a haven for every 
thug in the country. Ft. is bad 
enough now.”

LUITWIELER GETS PATENT 


Clarence S. I.uitwieler, Jr., of 
Winchester and Myer M. Ginsberg, 
Revere, Mass., were the recipients 
on December 10, 1957 of U. S. pa- 
tent No. 2,815,952, entitled “Punch- 
ing Bag.” 

The conventional punching hag is 
a somewhat pear-shaped leather 
hag that is inflated by means of a 
bladder confined within it. It is 
generally supported from a hori- 
zontal hoard and serves to 
strengthen the hitting muscles of 
the arms and shoulders. It is 
sometimes positioned upright from 
a floor or other surface, in which 
case it is supported by a flexible 
rod mounted on a stand or base. 

According to Messrs. I.uitwieler 
and Glasberg, the attachment, or- 
dinarily used for connecting a 
punching bag to the suspension 
member or other support, has not 
been entirely satisfactory due to 
the fact that there is considerable 
strain and stress on the neck of the 
bag so that it often becomes torn 
or otherwise damaged. 

It is an object of this invention 
of Messrs. I.uitwieler and Glasberg 
to overcome this limitation and

Of especial civic interest and sig- 
nificance was the finding of the 
county commissioners for Eugene 
B. Rotondi on his petitions to have 
Sunset road and Churchill road ac- 
cepted by the town as public ways. 
In the instance of Churchill road 
the town meeting had refused to 
accept the selectmen’s layout of the 
way in question and in the case of 
Sunset road the selectmen had re- 
fused to make such a layout for 
what seemed to them good reasons. 

A neighborhood controversy had 
developed around the two streets, 
precipitated in part at least by 
neighbors fearing Mr. Roton- 
di ’s planned to transport racing 
dogs over them and to use the 
streets for heavy industry, namely 
the trucking of earth products. 
Hearings were held before the 
county commissioners, and this year 
the commissioners reversed a pre- 
vious decision for the town in favor 
of Mr. Rotondi. Town officials are 
still pondering the final impact of 
this decision and have asked the 
commissioners for clarification of 
certain sections of their written de- 
cisions. 

During 1957 the school depart- 
ment left the quarters they had 
occupied in the former Legion 
headquarters on Washington street 
beside the public library to occupy 
a house adjacent to the remodelled 
high school building, where it is 
planned to maintain offices until 
permanent headquarters are pro- 
vided by the town.

Ruth St. Denis famed danseuse, 
gave an exhibition of Religious 
dancing at the Church of the Epi- 
phany. 

Mr. John Volpe of Everett ave- 
nue, former State Commissioner of 
Public Works was made a grand 
officer of the Italian Legion of 
Merit.

Outstanding news on the educa- 
tional front was the winning by 
Kirby Baker, high school senior, 
son of Dr. and Mrs. James G. Baker 
of Grove street, of one of the covet- 
ed scholarships of the National 
Merit Scholarship Foundation, per- 
haps the highest award a secondary 
school pupil can receive. 

These Merit Scholarships are 
awarded on a strictly competitive 
basis, and it was greatly to Win- 
chester High School’s credit, that in 
addition to Baker’s top-flight win, 
there were three other finalists 
from the school. These were Mary 
Kiley, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry E. Kiley of Winslow road; 
Bradley Ross, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. Campbell Ross of Madison ave- 
nue; and Whitney Smith, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Whitney Smith of 
Highland avenue.

Lt. Shields lost his life when his 
plane crashed while he was (lying 
out of Miramar Naval Air Sta- 
tion near San Diego February 2. 
Lt. Col Joyce’s plane crashed Octo- 
ber 9, after exploding in Might near 
Pineeastle Air Force Base in Or- 
lando, Fla. 

Still another Winchester service- 
man, Lt. (j.g.) David Hutchins, was 
reported missing with his plane 
October 31, in the Adriatic Sea 
area. 

Other deaths of persons in Win- 
chester public life included those of 
Rev. William S. Packer, Boston 
Globe editorial writer and former 
interim rector of the Church of the 
Epiphany; Rev. Dwight W. Hadley, 
rector emeritus of the Church of 
the Epiphany; former Town Engin- 
eer Parker Holbrook; William J. 
Murray, veteran real estate brok- 
er; Dr. John R. Wallace, prominent 
dentist; Capt. Edward D. Fitzger- 
ald of the fire department; and Mrs. 
Isabella Tufts, member of the fam- 
ily at the Home for Aged People, 
whose 101 years made her Winches- 
ter’s oldest resident. 

On the Business Front 
Of chief interest on the local 
business front has been the closing 
of the Beggs & Cobb Tannery and 
its subsequent sale to a Peabody 
leather manufacturer. One of Win- 
chester's old-line industries, the 
tannery has provided jobs for many 
residents of Winchester and Wo- 
burn who are watching eagerly for 
any announcement of its return to 
production. 

Also of interest was tho leaving 
town of the Calidyne Company, one 
of the town’s newer industrial 
plants, which has moved to Read- 
ing. Among new businesses locat- 
ing here is Lester C. Gustin com- 
pany with its fine new plant for the 
distribution of steel products on 
Cross street. 

Also of more than passing inter- 
est was the unionizing, both of the i 
Calidyne plant and of the old-line 
Winn’s Diul Hands factory. After 
some years as president of the 
Winn Co., Ernest B. Dade resigned 
this year to become chairman of 
the board, his place being taken by 
Henry L. Clark, Jr., for some years 
associated with the business. 

Three well-known businessmen 
and a businesswoman retired dur- 
ing the year, Ernest H. Butter- 
worth, watchmaker; Charles A. 
Murphy, Texaco station operator; 
Harry Winton, hardware dealer; 
and Sophie Bowman, real estate 
broker. The businesses of all four 
are being carried on at the old 
stands by successors. Joseph M. 
Donahue, veteran of the business 
section of town, completed 50 years 
in the hardware business with his 
firm, the Central Hardware. 

Ground was broken for a new 
First National supermarket on up- 
per Main street on the site of the 
old Blanchard Lumber Yard. 
Ground was also broken for the 
new telephone exchange June 20. 
The greatly enlarged and remodel- 
led Renton’s Market held open 
house September 9 and 10. 

Myron Berlow, household furn- 
ishings store, moved from its old 
location to the old First National 
Stores building just above the cen- 
ter, where he has one of the largest 
and best-stocked stores of its kind 
hereabouts. Loralane moved from 
its old store to the quarters vacated 
by Mr. Berlow when he moved. 

Among new businesses to locate 
in Winchester this year are A. C. 
Allyn & Co., investment brokers, 
Coward Shoe Company, Davids, 
men’s clothing; Marion Nelson 
Luethi Associates, interior design- 
ers; Slender Lady Salon, Main 
Street Food Shop, near Converse 
Place; Pampered Pets, a new pet 
shop and a Winchester shop for 
Bayburn Cleaners of Arlington. 

The Sports Picture 
Winchester didn’t have quite as 
successful a sports year in ’57 as 
it had in some preceding years. 

Tile high school cross crountry 
team kept the town’s banner high, 
winning its Pilgrim Divisional and 
Middlesex League titles and its 
Class Championship in the State 
Meet. The Indians missed the New 
England crown because of the ill- 
ness of two of their key runners. 
With them they would have been 


favored to repeat their 1950 sue- 

CCS 8. 

The high school girls' basketball 
team bail an unbeaten season, and 
the other high school teams had 
good, but not championship years. 

The boys basketball team aid tie 
with Belmont for the Middlesex 
League crown but was eliminated 
by Belmont in tho semi-final round 
of the B competition of the' State 
Tourney at tho Garden in a thriller, 
53-52. 

The high school hockey team was 
also eliminated, by Melrose, in the 
semi-finals of the State Interschol- 
astic Tourney at the Boston Arena. 

In Little League Circles Win- 
chester failed to make the World 
Series, being eliminated by Wo- 
burn in the District Playoffs. The 
Dodgers, perennial town champs, 
won another crown by beating the 
new American League champs, the 
Rods.

High School Girls’ Coach Mildred 
Barnes went abroad this fall with 
the United States Women’s touring 
Lacrosse team, and Alison Horsey, 
as the result of her showing in the 
Thanksgiving field hockey tryouts 
at Vassal - , was selected as a mem- 
ber of the United States Women's 
Touring Team which goes to Aus- 
tralia next summer. 

The Holy Name Society of St. 
Mary’s Church won the playoff 
from the Sons of Italy to annex the 
championship of the Park Soft Ball 
League.

GREEN BE&RS, PURPLE GEESE 
HELP AMERICAN SCIENTIST 

Many North American wild crea- 
tures wear identification tags 
like delegates to a convention. 

A woodsman today shouldn’t be 
surprised to find a black bear with 
brilliant green haunches, or a pur- 
ple goose. Waterfowl wear bright 
plastic neckties; sparrows sprout 
white chicken feathers; butterflies 
are emblazoned “Yale.” 

Such markings, the National 
Geographic Society says, help over- 
come one of the biggest problems 
of studying the behavior of animals 
in the wild: to human eyes, dif- 
ferent members of the same species 
look alike. 

Although new methods of mark- 
ing are being developed, it is an old 
research tool. In the 4th century 
B.C.. Aristotle had fishermen nick 
the fins of porpoises to learn their 
life span. 

Banding Birds 

Bird handing, the most wide- 
spread system of marking, was 
first practiced in North America 
by John James Audubon. In 1804, 
when Audubon was 19, he put sil- 
ver wire around the legs of two 
nestling pewees in a cave near 
Philadelphia. The next year he 
found the birds nesting near by. 

Systematic work with numbered 


hands did not begin in the United 
States until a century later. Since 
then some seven million American 
birds have been marked, and about 
one in ten of the bands has been 
recovered. The technique has 
taught a great deal about migra- 
tion and other avian habits. 

To read a numbered band, the 
ornithologist must have the bird in 
hand. For sight identification, 
bright plastic leg bands, neck rings, 
white feathers attached to plum- 
age, and other tags were devised. 
Then things got out of control. 

Too many people were putting 
too many things on the birds. Com- 
plaints came from hunters that 
ducks looked like flying dime 
stores. One experiment came to an 
abrupt stop when some ducks 
caught their bills in their neck 
bands and starved to death. 

The United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service, which regulates 
bird handing, recalled all permits 
and rewrote them to make plain 
what they allowed. Special author- 
ity was required for use of the 
e«ilor tags. Experiments went 
forward on a reduced scale. 

Dye Bath for Geese 

One of the most easily recogniz- 
able tags” is a dye hath for the 
whole bird. White snow geese, for 
example, have been traced in Cali- 
1 fornia after being colored pink, 
green, yellow or purple. This 
technique is not limited to birds.

grate south like birds. Now Yale 
scientists are stamping the name 
of their institution on butterflies in 
; Florida to learn more about butter- 
! fly migration. 

A homely means of marking, 
usually done from motives more 
j personal than scientific, is carving 
i the date and the finder’s initials on 
the shells of turtles. A note of 
! whimsey sometimes intrudes. Tur- 
tles have been found in die United 
States hearing such dates as 1 192.

They 
can remain under water no longer 
than three minutes, and usually 
surface for breath every 30 to 45 
seconds, says the National Geogra- 
phic Magazine. Porpoises some- 
times kill sharks hy butting the 
foes’ tender gill slits with their 
tough snouts.

Announcement of the date set for the hearing being held by the 
committee studying the need for additional facilities in the town’s sec- 
ondary schools should be noted well. Everyone interested in this vital 
problem should save the date and plan to attend. 

The solution of the school facilities problem is one that will have a 
large bearing on the tax rate, now and in the future. At best providing 
additional quarters for our school children is going to be costly.. 

How costly is, of course, going to depend upon what the town be- 
lieves to be a sound solution of the problem this time. If we read the 
signs aright, the town meeting is likely to have rather a different atti- 
tude toward school building plans and costs than it has had in the past. 

The hearing being held by the Committee on Senior and Junior High 
Facilities, mentioned above, should not be confused with a panel 
discussion of the school building problem being held by the Community 
School Association (the Former .Mothers' Association) on January 22. 
The School Facilities Committee hearing takes place Feburary 1 1. 

Both should provide valuable information for those who want to 
know about our pressing school space problem. Why not attend both?

Boards; and the pupils know this! 

Above arc some of the basic rea- 
sons why discipline is so lax anti 
why there is so little joy in the 
teaching profession, these days! 
Now we find another Department 
"Unhappy” and are informed why 
Juvenile Delinquency has got out- 
of-hand. To he told that even our 
police officers must look-the-other- 
way, sometimes, and seldom get 
tough with young rascals; is in- 
deed. "Thought provoking.” 

What can he done ? 

For one thing, could not the Se- 
lectmen send to the police depart- 
ment, a written directive or letter, 
giving full discretionary power to 
officers trying to enforce the law 
and keeping order? There will be 
no decrease in vandalism and other 
disorderly conduct by teenagers, 
until such young people are truly 
impressed by The Right of the 
Law. 

For a second step we can try a 
like-procedure in the School De- 
partment. Teachers should be giv- 
en discretionary power in the en- 
forcement of discipline in all our 
schools. Gan we hope that the 
School Board will start a new 
policy that will recapture the spirit 
of respect by pupils for then- 
parents and for their teachers 
alike ? 

Many cases of Juvenile Delin- 
quency start in our schools when a 
boy or girl finds that they can he 
anti-social and get-a-way-with-it, 
unpunished!

Yes, The Bible Is 
CONFUSING Book! 


This statement will shock 
those who feel qualified to inter- 
pret the Scriptures for them- 
selves. 

They may reply that anyone 
honestly seeking to “search the 
Scriptures” will have the infal- 
lible aid of the Holy Spirit. 

But how can this be true when 
equally sincere people . . . all 
presumably aided by the Holy 
Spirit . . . arrive at conflicting 
conclusions? How can it he true 
when doctrinal differences divide 
nominal Christians into numer- 
ous sects?

Scholars who devote their life- 
time to the study of the Scrip- 
tures are the first to admit the 
difficulties that beset them. They 
know the inspired writings are 
not the clear and easy guide to 
Christian understanding that so 
many seem to think. If they 
were so clear and easy to under- 
stand, there would he no need 
for scholarly inquiry no excuse 
for a divided Christianity. 

The mere words of the Bible 
do not accurately reflect the 
meaning of their authors. They 


The earliest Bible manuscripts, 
in fact, could have been confus- 
ing even to the people of those 
times. The Old Testament writ- 
ings — largely in Hebrew had 
no spacing between words, no 
vowels in the text, no punctua- 
tion and no capitalization. The 
vowels had to be supplied from 
memory! Spacing of words or 
the insertion of various vowels 
could markedly change the sense 
of the words. 

But in those times the faith- 
ful did not attempt to interpret 
Scriptures for themselves. For 
the Jewish people in the pre- 
Christian era, the Synagogue 
was their voice of spiritual au- 
thority. and the Old Testament 
was preached to them by the 
Rabbis and fathers of their 
faith. In like manner, the Cath- 
olic Church was the custodian 
of the inspired writings of the 
New Testament; and its Priests 
and teachers were authoritative- 
ly preaching the New Testament 
Gospel nearly four centuries be- 
fore these writings were col- 
lected into xi single hook and 
formally declared to be inspired.

The child who crosses the street 
only at corners enjoys a better 
chance of living long: enough to 
collect his social security, accord- 
ing to Richard W. Hoover, Safety 
Director for Massachusetts Div- 
ision of the American Automobile 
Association. 

“Last year, one out of every four 
children killed or injured in traffic 
was struck down after stepping in- 
to the street from between parked 
cars,” the Club official said. “Most 
of these tragic accidents could have 
been prevented, if the youngsters 
involved had proceeded to the cor- 
ner before they crossed.”

MISSION UNION 
TO HEAR CEYLON EDUCATOR 

Miss Lucy Kendall Clark, for 40 
years a Congregational Christian 
educator in Ceylon, will be the 
speaker when the Mission Union of 
the First Congregational Church 
holds its initial meeting of the new 
year, Tuesday, January 14. 

The meeting will be held in Chid- 
ley Hall following a one o’clock 
luncheon and short business ses- 
sion at which time Mrs. Paul Nason 
will conduct the worship service. 

Miss Clark, a native of New 
York, has since 1914 made her 
home on the Jaffna peninsula 
among the Tamil people. She went 
there as a trained kindergarten 
teacher to start kindergartens in 
the schools of the American Hoard 
of Foreign Missions and to train 
teachers to staff them. She work- 
ed out of Uduvil School, the oldest 
boarding school for girls in the 
Orient. 

Young people of New York Con- 
gregational churches built for Miss 
Clark in Uduvil a beautiful model 
kindergarten building. Course s 
were also instulied in village 
schools to enable teachers to learn 
kindergarten methods and an ef- 
fective program was soon develop- 
ed. 

Miss Clark, who was educated at 
Buffalo Normal School, Kennedy 
School of Missions, and Columbia 
University, will speak on “Train- 
ing Up Leaders in India.” In the 
northern part of Ceylon, where 
Miss Clark worked, the three Pro- 
testant Missions are those of the 
English Methodists, Church of 
England and American Congrega- 
tionalists. They share in many co- 
operative projects, including the 
Union Training School, of which 
Miss Clark was principal for sev- 
eral years. 

To this school came a select 
group of the Protestant missions’ 
young women. They made much 
of their own equipment — maps, 
globes, sand-tables — and came out 
ho well trained that they were im- 
mediately in demand by schools 
throughout Ceylon. Miss Clark 
was not only the principal of the 
Union Training School but was 
also a teacher of physiology, hy- 
giene, music, art and English in the 
high school department. 


Miss Clark, a working member 
of the United Church of South In- 
dia, spent much of her last year at 
Uduvil doing church work, visiting 
members in the villages and help- 
ing to clear otf a handicapping 
debt. 

During her many furlongs which 
enabled her to travel around the 
world three times, Miss Clark met 
several outstanding leaders includ- 
ing the late Mahatma Gundhi. 
“Put,” according to Miss Clark, 
“the greatest dividend of all is to 
see young people grow up into fine 
dedicated Christians,”

SANITARIAN MIRED 

BOARD OF HEALTH (JETS 
BURLINGTON MAN ON 
('ON TRACT l AL BASIS 

At the last March town meeting 
the* Hoard of Health sought the 
approval of the members to hire i 
full time sanitarian to succeed its 
agent, William B. MacDonald, who 
hud asked to he relieved of his 
health work because of the great 
increase in his duties as building 
commissioner. 

The town meeting denied the 
board of health’s request for a full- 
time sanitarian, it being suggested 
that the board get a part-time 
sanitarian who might divide his 
duties here with those in some 
other community. 

Dr. Harry L. Benson, chairman 
of the hoard of health, told the 
Star that the Board had found it 
impossible to get a sanitarian on 
a part time basis. He also said 
that Mr. MacDonald had concluded 
his duties as agent of the board of 
health last September. Since that 
time no one has been doing the 
public health work he had been do- 
ing. 

As of January 1, the board of 
health secured the services on a i 
contractual basis of Robert W. 
Rimbach of Burlington who will 
serve as a part time sanitarian in 
Winchester as well as in Concord, 
Tewksbury, Billerica and Burling- ' 
ton, among others. Dr. Benson 
told the Star the contract was 
mude with the approval of the 
town counsel, the finance commit- 
tee and the town accountant. 

Mr. Rimbach is not a town em- 
ployee. His name does not appear 
on the town payroll, he is not eli- 
gible to any pension or retirement 
benefits, and he works from his 
home, not from the office of the 
board of health in the White 
Building. He is a registered sani- 
tarian and holds a Bachelor of Sci- 
ence Degree from the University 
of Massachusetts. His home lab- 
oratory is state approved. 

He is especially concerned with 
the regulations of the board of 
health as they affect handlers of 
food and restaurants, and his du- 
ties will consist of visiting food 
stores and eating places to make 
periodic examinations. If in these 
examinations he finds health de- 
partment regulations are not being 
complied with, he will report such 
violations to the board, which in 
turn will warn violators and take 
such action as is necessary to en- 
sure compliance. 

Mr. Rimbach and members of the 
board of health met Monday eve- 
ning with local food handlers and 
restaurateurs at the junior high 
school. He actually commenced his 
new duties following that meeting.

Tin* St.ir had a visit recent 1 y from a Winchester woman who was 
quite concerned over something she had heard about the town at a meet- 
in" she attended in a neighboring community. 

She had been told of an incident involving some Winchester teen- 
agers and the police in which it was said that the youngsters had been 
saved from court action by t lie intervention of a "prominent citizen." 

The woman came to the Star seeking the real story and we gave 
her the facts as we know them. Naturally the story she had picked up 
out of town was greatly exaggerated, just as rumors of that sort are 
very likely to lie; yet there was in it sufficient truth to warrant no par- 
ticular pride on tin* part of the town In the way some of its young people 
have been acting. We need to take a careful account of our teen-ager 
stock right now, and we need to bear down with a good black pencil. 

This is not to imply that all, or even most of our young people arc 
anti-social. There are many communities that would pay an appreciable 
bonus for our youngsters in a swap for theirs. By and large we have 
some pretty good kids in town; and their accomplishments in the arenas 
of sports as well as in academic competition with other schoolgirls and 
boys are proof positive that a lot of our youngsters have a good, whole- 
some outlook on life. 

Unfortunately these are not the ones that people like to slide up 
to you and talk about behind their hands. It is always the rotten fruit 
you see in a barrel of rosy apples, the squeaky axle that is noticed. 

It is definitely too bad to have some adverse teen-ager publicity 
make our neighboring communities think we have a bad town in which 
to bring up a family because that is going to mean tbit the sort of 
people we have been attracting in the past, the sort of people we like to 
welcome to Winchester, will he looking elsewhere when they have to 
make a move. 

Each little teen-age episode, magnified as it usually is in repetition, 
hurts the good kids we see all around us as well as the town. And some 
of the episodes that have been noised abroad of late have had a potential 
that could easily he serious. We should not be at all smug about what 
some of our boys and girls are up to! 

What can be done about it? The woman who visited us, and she. 
was by no means a crank, or hostile to young people (she has raised a 
family), wondered if as a start some sort of council could be formed, 
comparable perhaps to a student council at college, where discussion 
of teen-age problems could he held and possible policies toward im- 
provement be inaugurated. The clergy, school authorities, police, par- 
ent associations and possibly others would be included. It was her

News from the town accountant’s office that the budget requests 
of the various town departments as submitted for consideration by the 
finance committee total $151,000 more than a year ago is something to 
ponder 

This does not mean of course that when the budgets get onto the 
floor of the town meeting they will be that much greater than a year 
ago. There will be some pruning by the finance committee. 

How much will be lopped from the initial requests for funds to 
operate the town's business remains to be seen, but in the event the 
finance committee should agree with the department heads that the 
budgets submitted are not susceptible to appreciable reduction the 
sum of $3.27, or thereabouts, is going to be added to (he tax rate before 
a single special article is considered! 

This will not be welcome news to the harassed tax payer who had a 
.$6 raise in his rate to $55.60 last year, despite some pretty rigid econ- 
omy at the town meeting. A $3.27 increase would bring the tax rate 
unpleasantly near that $60 the prophets of financial doom have been 
shouting these past few years. 

It is a small bit of terrain to make a fuss about, perhaps, but it is 
darned important to a pedestrian scurrying across Church street from 
McCormack’s corner to the common amidst the whizzing motor cars 
and trucks.

Winchester had another heavy 
storm this week, rain this tini<*, 
commencing early Tuesday after- 
noon and continuing through the 
night and all day Wednesday, con- 
tinuing into the night. Weather 
conditions were still bad Thursday 
forenoon though the rain had sub- 
i sided into a heavy mist. 

The heavy rain of Tuesday 
amounted to 1.6-1 inches with Wed- 
j nesday adding .56 inch. The total 
: rainfall, 2.2 inches, would hnve 
blanketed the town under 20 inches 
: of snow, an inch of rain being good 
for about 10 inches of snow. 

Last week’s snow and rainstorm 
j resulted in a precipitation of 2.0-1 
inches, with a snowfall estimated 
by the highway workers as about 
12 inches. Had this week’s storm 
been snow, the town would have 
been really snowbound. 

With all the precipitation Water 
Superintendent James Halwartz 
tells the Star the town’s reservoirs 
are only slightly more than half 
full, giving some idea of the seri- 
! ousness of last summer’s drought. 

This week’s storm wsa accompa- 
nied by high winds, resulting in 
j tree limbs being blown down and 
; damage to wires. The principal 
trouble reported was that of flood- 
ing due to the heavy rain.

With the shortage of graduate 
nurses, a shortage daily becoming 
more acute as the population in- 
creases and the number of indi- 
gent elderly people mounts, the 
possibility of many experienced 
practical nurses, now in practice, 
being dropped from the nursing 
help available poses, in the opinion 
of the Pioneer Nursing Associa- 
tion, a serious problem to those 
who do not need, and possibly can- 
not afford registered nursing care. 

Many practical nurses in this 
area are concerned with the possi- 
bility of mandatory licensing by 
examination, and the Pioneer Nurs- 
ing Association believes that pri- 
vate individuals customarily mak-

TEACHER TRAINING FUND 
TO HIT SCIENCE FAMINE 

Shell Companies Foundation, 
Inc., has announced it will begin a 
program in 1958 loading to 100 full 
college scholarships a year for 
young people planning careers ns 
high school science and mathe- 
matics teachers. 

R. F. Carey, New England div- 
ision manager of Shell Oil Com- 
pany, said the program is "an at- 
tack on the science famine at the 
place where the cure must begin - 
the secondary schools.’’ 

"Preparation for a career in sci- j 
enoe should begin in high school, ; 
and high school students are most 
likely to become interested in sei- : 
ence if they have interesting i 
teachers," Carey said. 

The foundation will also intro- j 
duee a new pnarram of Shell .as- 
sists in 1958 to further the profes- 
sional development of college 
teachers, he said. 

The Shell executive said the new | 
aids to education are part of the i 
$1,350,000 budgets of contributions 
to be made in 1958 by Shell Com- 
panies Foundations, Inc., and Shell | 
operating companies to education- j 
al, charitable, public service and j 
religious organizations. These ; 
budgets arc $200,000 higher than j 
last year’s. This is the fourth year ! 
in succession that these budgets! 
have exceeded a million dollars. 
Education's share of the total sum 
is $667,000. 

The high school teacher pro- 
gram, called Shell Merit Scholar- 
ships, is among the first major 
scholarship efforts to strike at the 
root of the scientist shortage, ac- 
cording to Carey. 

For 1958, the foundation will 
provide 25 four-year college schol- 
arships to high school seniors plan- 
ning teaching careers in high 
school chemistry, physics, general 
science and mathematics. 

It is the foundation's intent to 
add 25 scholarships each year. By 
1961, when the program reaches its 
maturity of 100, the annual cost 
will he $125,000. 

The program will be administer- 
ed by the National Merit Scholar- 
ship Corporation, which will match 
the Shell Foundation funds. Thus, 
by 1961, as a result of the Shell 
Foundation program, 200 students 
a year will have college scholar- 
ships helping them toward teach- 
ing careers. 

The initial 25 scholarships will 
he awarded through the corpor- 
ation about May 1, 1958. The cor- 
poration awards all of its scholar- 
ships through n series of nationally 
held college aptitude tests. Ap- 
proximately 300,000 high school se- 
niors took the first test in October. 
More than 7,500 semi-finalists will 
take the second test on January 11. 

The Shell assists, costing $75,000 
a year, will consist of $1,500 grants 
to each of 50 colleges and univer- 
sities not now receiving Shell 
Foundation Research Grant sup- 
port. This money will he used by 
the schools to help with "little 
things" in professional develop- 
ment of college faculty teachers 
that are seldom covered hv major 
grants, such ns funds for attending 
professional meetings or visiting 
other institutions for research. 

The 50 schools to receive these 
grants have been selected, hut noti- 
fication and acceptance will not he 
complete until February 1. 

In addition to providing merit! 
scholarships and Shell assists, the 
1958 budget will continue and ex- j 
tend other aid-to-education pro- 1 
grams, Carey said. 

The foundation has increased its j 
merit fellowship program to pro- 
vide summer seminars at Cornell ; 
and Stanford for 100 high school 
science and mathematic teachers. : 
Last year, 90 attended. 


Carey said this program, started 
in 1956, is an earlier phase of the 
foundation’s attempt to ease the 
shortage of scientists and engin- 
cers. It is meant to help outstand- 
ing in-service high school teachers 
improve the content and interest of 
their courses and thus to interest 
more students in scientific and 
technical work. 

The Stanford and Cornell facul- 
ties give the high school teachers 
advance training in their fields. 
The Shell Foundation pays all the 
tonchei ; expenses and provides an 
additional grant of $500 cash to 
offset the loss of potential summer 
ea rnings. 

Carry mid the foundation will 
also continue its grants for grad- 
uate fellowships and research in 43 
colleges and universities. 

Fellowships will go to 51 out- 
standing students doing post-grad- 
uate work. Single students and 
married students with no children 
get $1,800 as a personal stipend. 
Married students with one child or 
more get $2,100. The student’s 
tuition and fees are paid, and an 
additional fund is supplied as a 
cost-of-edlication supplement to the 
department in which he studies. 
Schools not supported by taxes re- 
ceive a further grant for general 
administrative use. 

The foundation’s 20 research 
grants, of $7,600 each, consist of a 
$5,000 grant for expanding funda- 
mental research and $2,500 for any 
uses the school desires. 

Schools are given full responsi- 
bility and latitude in selecting reg- 
ular term and summer fellows and 
in using funds for basic research. 

Othci educational programs to 
receive support from Shell Com- 
panies Foundation, Inc., are the 
National Fund for Medical Educa- 
tion, the National Science Teachers 
Association, the Institute of Inter- 
national Education, Inc., the Coun- 
cil for the Advancement of Small 
Colleges, and the United Negro 
College Fund, Inc. 

A total of $385,000, a major part 
of the non-educational funds, will 
go to Community Chest, United 
Funds and Red Cross. The allot- 
ment for this in 1958 is $30,000 
larger than last year’s. 

The foundation said all partici- 
pants in the 1958 program have 
been selected and no further grants 
are scheduled for the year.

March in Winchester will be held,

Director for the Mothers' March- 
es in Middlesex County is Mrs. Ar- 
thur Tetreault of Lincoln, whose 
husband and three children are po- 
lio patients. The children have 
made excellent recoveries and Mr. 
Tetreault recently demonstrated 
the effects of the March of Dimes 
physical therapy by indulging in a 
few minutes of skating. 

"The care of polio patients in 
Middlesex County is costing $1090 
a day,” pointed out Mrs. Tetreault. 
Most people do not realize that 
even seven or eight years after an 
epidemic about one-third of the pa- 
tients are still receiving clinical 
care. For example, the Children’s 
Hospital treated 700 patients dur- 
ing the 1949 epidemic: it is still 
giving medical and therapeutic 
treatment to 250 of those patients.

March last year netted over $130,- 
000 and represented more than 40 
percent of the $313,000 collected by 
the March of Dimes in the countv.

Two Pilots Die In Jet Plane 

Crash Over Winchester 

Two USA I-' pilots were killed yesterday morning when two Air 
Force jet planes collided in mid-air over Winchester. According to an 
I eye-witness report the crash took place at about 11:29 a.m. 

Because of the strong winds, the planes drifted and one, the larger 
| jet, crashed in Arlington Heights. It was the two pilots of this plane 
I that were killed. The smaller of the two planes, reported to be a train- 
i or, fell in Winchester on South Border road and set two houses on fire. 

The pilots of the smaller plane 

j were able to bail out and they lantl- 
i ed, on Wollaston Beach and the 
other in the South Station railroad 
yard in Boston. Both were reported 
to have escaped injury. 

The plane that fell in Winchester 
was reported to be in pieces, one 
! large section falling between two 
j houses on South Border road. The 
j houses belonged to Mr. and Airs. 

I Joseph Maspero. no. 432, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Lucien A. Bousquet >f 438 
South Border road. Both of the 
houses were partially damaged by 
the flames. Other parts of the plane 
I fell over a scattered area and an 
I early report had the engine falling 
on a house near St. Mary’s Church. 

One of the women in the South 
Border area had just gone out, not 
a minute before, and thus escaped 
possible injury. 

It was reported that a large sec- 
tion of the plane had gone down 
in the woods oil South Border road 
and as the Star went to press had 
not been located. 

Mrs. K. B. Toye of 91 Mystic 
Valley Parkway said that she was 
an eye-witness to the crash as she 
had just come out of her house 
when she heard the crash and saw 
the two planes head in a jagged, 
spiraling downward path. She also 
noticed the two orange parachutes 
which meant that two of the pilots 
had bailed out and would be safe. 

Mrs. Toye immediately alerted the 
Bedford field and told them what 
she had seen. 

Because the Star went to press 
so soon after the planes crashed 
and were located, all details of the 
incident were not fully clear. Rep- 
resentatives of the l 7 . S. Air Force 
were immediately on the scene and 
there will of course be a full inves- 
tigation of the crush.

I steering committee of the Evening 
I Study Groups. 

It is rare to spend an evening 
and be so inspired, and Dr. Ander- 
son was responsible for this in his 
talk on “Creative Approaches to 
the Teacher Shortage." He is a 
teacher and lecturer for the Har- 
vard University Graduate School 
of Education. 

Dr. Anderson opened his talk 
with the point that so many with 
dneto-rates leave the teaching pro- 
fession for other fields and those 
best qualified enter law, engineer- 
ing, medicine, etc. "There is a 
shortage of able people in teach- 
ing.” This is true of other coun- 
tries as well, he stated, since never 
a week goes but what he is con- 
fronted with a representative from 
a foreign country who is here to 
discuss the crying need for not only 
more teachers but better trained 
teachers. 

A child can learn much more in 
the schools than he does. We are 
in a position to do much better 
teaching. How can we attract the 
best people for teaching?” 

A teacher should be educated 
more than anyone in other fields. 
There are several projects in exis- 
tence to increase training such as 
so-called Plan A, described by Dr. 
Anderson, a project to train grad- 
uates of liberal arts colleges, 29 of 
them, with courses at Harvard 
Graduate School of Education for 
the first semester and practice 
teaching for the second semester. 
Plan B, a project of training called 
the Internship Plan where teachers 
from the training school are as- 
signed to existing vacancies but 
still attend courses once or twice 
a week at Harvard. There is still 
another training project for six 
weeks intensive training in the 
summer at Harvard. 

“Education is Big Business; 
superintendents of schools should 
make as much in salary as pres- 
idents of big industries. The teach- 
er turnover is terrific; we need the 
Career Teacher not the Visiting 
fireman," he said. 

Next door in Lexington, Dr. An- 
derson is heading up another teach- 
er training project at the Franklin 
School supported by a grant from 
the Ford Foundation where house- 
wives who can go to work and have 
a liberal arts background are being 
trained in education to enter- the 
teaching profession. 

The aim of teacher training 
should be to make teaching more 
exciting, more alive, to attract the 
best qualified, the most interested 
and the most fit. 

We must stress more the child 
who excels in music, in arts, in 
science, as well as the child in 
sports. 

"We must turn our children over 
to only the able and the great. He 
who teaches in a small way plays 
the role of God" were the closing I 
remarks of Dr Anderson’s talk fill- ! 
ed with humor, inspiration, and i 
thought provoking remarks. 

All study groups were described | 
and introduced by the chairmen at 
this meeting and enrollment is still 
open in some.

W.V.N.A. ANNUAL MEETING 

A large and interested group of 
members and friends of the Win- 
chester Visiting Nursing Associa- 
tion met on the evening of January 
16 at the Mystic School Auditorium 
for the annual meeting of the asso- 
ciation. After a coffee hour, the 
meeting was called to order at 8:30 
hy the president, Mrs. Rowland V. 
Patrick. 

It was evident from the report of 
Mrs. Walter F. Keyes, the secre 
tarv, that the past year was a most 
active and productive one on sev- 
eral fronts. The basic program of 
caring for the sick in their homes, 
and promulgating good health edu- 
cation nnd practice in the schools 
and the community has been car- 
ried forward unremittingly. One 
of the highlights of the yenr was 
the sponsorship, with the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society, of the film. 
"Breast Self Examination” which 
was shown in March and viewed bv 
over 1500 women.

Mrs. Patrick paid 
tribute to the late Mr. James Now- 
ell who had served so generously 
as a trustee for so many years. 

The invited speaker of the eve- 
ning, Dr. James Lyman Tullis, Se- 
nior Research Associate of the 
Harvard School and Protein Foun- 
dation. was introduced hy Mrs. 
John W. Harrison, co-chairman of 
the education committee. Dr. 
Tullis’ subject was "New Methods 
for Treatment of Radiation In- 
jury” and was concerned chiefly 
with efforts to make possible the 
stockpiling blood, so that a good 
supply of it could lie on hand in 
the event of a disaster affecting 
large numbers of people needing 
treatments involving administering ' 
blood. 

With Dr. Tullis was Dr. Robert 
Tench who demonstrated on a ma- 
chine brought from the research 
laboratory, the fractionation of 
blood into its components. This 
method of producing and preserv- 
ing for long periods of time, white 
cells, red cells and platelets, makes 
it possible to use only that part of j 
the blood which is needed in any 


one case, thus assuring a more 
economical use of the blood supply. 
Whi'e a few of the techniques de- 
veloped at the foundation are near 
clinical stage, most of them are 
still in the research phase hut giv" 
promise of realization of (he goal 
to build up and hold without de- 
terioration large supplies of blood 
fractions. Dr. Tullis spoke with 
such clarity that even the layman 
was able to follow the th ri Hi ig 
quest through its difficulties an<l 
triumphs. After an inspection of 
the apparatus and a number of 
questions, the meeting was ad- 
journed.

The need for blood is pressing as local supplies of whole blood are 
verv low; so low, in fact, that elective operations are being postponed 
because of the lack of the vital fluid. 

Cast September the llhxxtmohile was in Winchester and 111 pints of 
blood were collected. While this may sound like a good total at first, 
statistically this represents only 2 per cent of possible potential donors 
in this town. Not a very good percentage when you consider the im- 
portance of such a donation in terms of saxing a life. 

Much has been said in the past about the ease in which blood can be 
given and there is no need to further explain the process here. Let it 
stitiicc to say that giving blood is a very simple, painless thing. It is a ! 
wonderful and easy thing, too, when a few moments of your time can 
result in the saving of a human life. 

All the blood given in Winchester is used in the Creator Koston area. 
!( is stockpiled in the Red Cross lilood Hank in Hoston and from there 
various hospitals in the area get the blood. On the average of four 
times a week the Red Cross transports blood to the Winchester Hospital 
or to other hospitals where Winchester residents are patients. Whole 
blood is being used more and more to replace blood losses during opera- 
tions and to build patients up for operations. 

Hut. if you still aren't convinced on the humanitarian level, the Red 
Cross is stressing the “life insurance" angle of the program this year. 
If you give blood this year, you and your immediate family are protected 
for one whole year should any of them require blood. This means that if 
blood supplies should run low, you, as a donor, would receive a priority- 
on what is remaining. 

What this means simply is that giving blood can be a humanitarian 
act and at the same time provide you and your family with a "life insur- 
ance” policy. 

Let’s show the Red Cross that Winchester knows a good thing when 
it se^ it. See you at the parish house!

New England’s thousands „f j

To the south, ocean shipping 
lanes lead to New Orleans from all 
maritime nations. A stream of 
goods pours in: raw sugar, green 
coffee, cocoa beans, mahogany logs, 
jute, sisal, copra, rubber, hides, 
bananas by the millions, and a 
wide range of other items. 

In return, the ships carry away 
nearly every type of product manu- 
factured in the United States. 

In 1956, the last full year for 
which the Department of Com- 
merce has figures, $1,633,000,000 
worth <>f imports and exports 
moved through New Orleans. Com- 
merce reports for the first six 
months of 1957 indicate the value 
is increasing. 

River Gives Trouble 

To handle this flood of goods 
more easily. New Orleans plans to 
bypass the mouth of the river that 
made it great. Winding and silt- 
laden in the 110 miles between the 
port and the Gulf, the “Father of 
Waters” needs regular dredging 
to maintain its depth. Sand bars 
and shoals appear quickly. Occa- 
sionally a ship runs aground, or is 
delayed by fog that arises where 
the river and sea waters mingle. 

The Mississippi R i v e r-G u 1 f 
Canal is being dug to remedy these 
faults. A tidewater ditch 40 feet 
deep, it will run in a straight line 
through 40 miles of muskrat 
swamp southeast of New Orleans, 
then through 30 miles of shallow 
Breton Sound, ending in deep water 
south of the Chandoleur Islands. 

The new canal is expected to 
need much less dredging than the 
present channel, and will cut 40 
miles off the present route. Con- 
struction cost is estimated at al- 
most $100,000,000, but the New 
Orleans Tidewater Development 
Association believes it will save 
ships an average of $1,500 each 
visit. In 1956, almost 4,000 ships 
entered the port. 

"SAFETY SIX” FOR WINTER 
WALKING 


Hero arc the American Automo- 
bile Association’s “Safety Six” 
I rules for walking in the winter... 
and it’s a wise pedestrian who ob- 
serves them all. One mistake 
might be your last. 

1. Cross streets only at corners, 
where there may be sand or 
it is cleared from ice or snow. 

2. Don’t dart into streets from 
behind parked cars. Slippery 
pavements add to a car’s stop- 
ping distance. 

3. Wait for the signal at an in- 
tersection. If there is no 
signal, wait for a gap in 
traffic. 

4. Always look left and right be- 
fore stepping from the curb. 
Be particularly watchful at 
corners for turning traffic. 

5. Keep your head up. If you 
have an umbrella, carry it 
high. Keep parcels or papers 
out of your line of vision. 

6. At night, wear or carry some- 
thing white. 

Winter street conditions create 
additional hazards for pedestrians 
as well as motorists, says the 
AAA. Pedestrians must be extra 
careful when they are going to 
stores or other places. By observ- 
ing the above safety rules from 
Triple-A, you will lessen your 
ehanees of being hurt during this 
dangerous winter season. 

Hawaii’s Mount Waialeale is 
probably the world’s rainiest spot, 
the National Geographic Magazine 
says. Waialeale’s annual rainfall 
averages 489 inches. In a recent 
year, 624 inches poured down. 
Strangely, only 20 inches n year 
fall on Waimea, a coastal town just 
15 miles away. 


Among visitors to the United 
States, none is more hospitably 
welcomed and pampered than the 
Canada goose. 

Sounding their clarion notes on 
still nights, the wild geese come 
in V-shaped formations to pass 
t he winter on ancestral feeding 
grounds. They are among the first 
birds to start north again in early 
spring to breed, the National Geo- 
graphic Society says. 

Though hunted by fair means 
and fold, the big Canada geese are 
more than holding their own. The 
population trend is upward. The 
Kish anil Wildlife Service estimates 
that some 327,000 came down the 
Atlantic Fly way alone in 1957 as 
compared to 266,000 in 1954. These 
and Canada geese migrating along 
other fly ways find winter haven at 
255 Federal refuges totaling 9,422,- 
935 acres. 

Fresh Crops Await Visitors 

To assure the welcome guests 
plenty of food, crops are set out 
in refuges along the flyways. Fields 
are burned well in advance so the 
geese will he greeted wdth an ex- 
panse of tender green shoots. Oats, 
rye, soy beans, and clover are 
planted in clearings. 

The Canada Goose (Branta can- 
adensis) gets around more than 
perhaps any other water fowl. The 
species is seen seasonally from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and from 
the Gulf of Mexico to the Arctic 
Circle. 

Adults have a wingspread of 
about six feet and weigh from sev- 
en to 14 pounds. Boldly marked, 
the brownish-grey geese have 
black heads, white cheeks, and long 
black necks or “stockings.” 

Like periscopes, the black necks 
and heads of sentinels protrude 
above the hacks of a feeding flock. 
The guards remain tensely alert 
until relieved by others to take 
their turn eating. 

Far from being silly, the Canada 
goose is famous for its wariness, 
wisdom and fidelity. It is an expert 
at playing possum, even on water. 
Audubon wrote that it could easily 
distinguish the cracking of a twig 
by a harmless deer from the same 
accident caused by man. 

Canada geese mate for life and 
show great concern for each other. 
The gander doesn’t deign to sit on 
the nest, but it keeps constant j 
watch, and is a fierce defender of 
the family. 

The goose usually lays five or 
six eggs, which hatch in 28 to 30 
days. Gosling training begins at 
once. First order of business is a 
swim, with the gander leading, the 
goslings following, and the mother 
bringing up the rear guard. To one 
downy chick, the mother may point 
out a floating seed. She calls an- 
other's attention to a tasty bug.

"WEBB GLASS" TALK 
AT ANTIQUES GROUP 


The fascinating story of the fab- 
ulous “Webb Cameo Glass’ was the 
theme Tuesday evening by Mr. 
Louis Neiman of Brookline and 
Marblehead, before the January 
meeting of the Winchester An- 
tiques Group in the Edgar Rich 
Room of the Library. To illustrate 
his talk, Mr. Neiman — who person- 
ally owns und cherishes the finest 
collection of Webb glass in the 
country — had brought ubout twen- 
ty-five pieces, from a huge lemon- 
colored vase to several miniatures, 
pieces of Webb in amethyst, tur- 
quoise, green, yellow — all rarq and 
all beatuifully designed by the 
master craftsmen of their day. 

Mr. John Thornton introduced 
the speaker, with Mr. and Mrs. 
Clarence Blake, chairmen. Mr. 
Neiman explained how Cameo 
glass was made, its many process- 
es, and its factory history. Some 
of the finest pieces were made by 
artists who worked for one pound 
a week, spending as much as five 
years to make one vase, one bowl ! 
So even in the late 1800’s, cameo 
glass would have cost hundreds of 
dollars — imagine what it would 
bring today, at our minimum wage 
scale! After the meeting, mem- 
bers were invited to look at the 
cameo gluss more closely, handle 
it, and ask questions — which they 
did, with much appreciation.

A young friend of mine, an at - 
tnek bomber pilot in the Navy is 
missing in action. 

He was on a simulated stnk" 
from the Carrier Randolph as part 
of NATO maneuvers in the Medi- 
terranean when he was last heard 
from late in October. 

He radioed he was heading into 
a thunderhead at a point later esti- 
mated to have been precisely at the 
head of the Adriatic, midway be- 
tween the toe of Italy and the Al- 
banian ('oast. He didn't have to, 
but he chose to try to go through 
the storm because that is the tia- 
dition of his group. 

The plane he was flying is call' d 
the "weight lifter’’ of the Navy, 
and it can carry a nuclear bomb 
enough miles to reach deep mt" 
the vitals of the only nation that 
threatens this country. 

That’s why the Navy teaches it ; 
fliers to ignore obstacles and t>> 
keep (lying toward the assign** 1 
target. The determination of pilot 
like David to deliver that bomb i 
today, despite all talk about mis- 
siles, the main deterrent to a So- 
viet adventure, should the Kremlin 
he tempted to military aggression. 

David was, then, following the 
pattern he had been taught was 
vital to the safety of the United 
States when he steered his plane 
into the maelstrom of a thunder- 
head. 

It was only a practice run. hut to 
David it was important, as it was 
important to the Navy, to demon- 
strate he was willing daily to dare 
all to carry out his duty to the 
country he loved. 

Overstated? Not at all, and 
that's why I'm trying to tell the 
story of David. It is hard for me 
to do so, for I’m keenly sensitive 
to the anguish felt by David’s 
mother and the rest of his family 
who are wracked by uncertainty 
over what may have happened to 
him and who are pitting their 
hopes that somehow he may have 
survived against the logic of cir- 
cumstances and time. 

And because I’m so close to the 
family, sharing in some measure 
their shock, disbelief, pain and sor- 
row, words seem weak vehicles for 
what I want to convey. I’ve de- 
cided to go ahead, however, be 
cause to me, David is as important 
to all America as he is to his fam- 
ily and his friends. 

I watched this hoy grow up, per- 
haps even helped him to grow up 
in some ways, since he was a 
neighbor and almost young enough 
to have been a son. He wasn't fol- j 
lowing my inspiration, hut rather ; 
that of his older brother, when he ; 
made the high school football team. J 
But we did enjoy the kinship that I

needed a car, be 
a wreck nnd fixed it up. 
Nothing came to him on a silver 
platter except the natural gifts of 
intelligence, coordination and the 
unerring instinct of a gentleman. 

It was entirely consistent, there- 
fore, that when college was done 
and he was faced with military 
service, he picked the one which 
offered the greatest challenge and 
satisfied his need for doing the 
worthwhile. 

For him, the choice was the Navy 
Air Force. It seems no more than 
a few weeks ago that he finished 
flight training and came home with 
his wings. But he did not bask in 
the local glory that always attends 
a young man who has won his 
spurs in a glamorous and exacting 
job. Rather, he tossed aside his 
uniform, not out of any disrespect, 
but only to get into his field togs 
and hungrily roam the uplands and 
sail the offshore waters. As I said, 
hi- loved this country, particularly 
New England, where the sea meets 
the land, and could never get 
enough of it. 

He really wasn't too articulate 
i about the ideas that America re- 
presented to him; he just lived bis 
concepts — by being free yet re- 
sponsible, by taking pride in him- 
| self and his work yet always being 
tolerant and thoughtful of others. 

And it seems like only yesterday 
when he stopped ofiT here to sav "so 
long” for his final voyage before 
his tour of duty was to have been 
up. The flight from which he has 
not returned was only a month 
short of his turn to rotate home. 
Also, in a matter of years, at the 
most, missiles will have largely 
taken over the defense responsibil- 
ity which he and the others like 
him have accepted. 

Christmas is coming up but it 
won’t be much of a holiday for 
David’s family. They probably still 
won’t even know whether he was 
lost at sea or whether he survived 
a forced landing in Albania and is 
now an unreported prisoner in a 
Communist jail. 

David’s family is not alone, of 
course. The Cold War, while not 
a fraction as destructive as a 
shooting war would Vie, takes a 
steady toll, largely unnoticed by 
the country as a whole. Indeed,] 
David and his contemporaries in ; 
the Navy, .Army and Air Force 
daily risk— and some lose — their 
lives that their countrymen may 
never know the cataclysm ' j hor 
ror of a nuclear war. 

I can’t articulate it, yet somehow 
there’s a lesson for America, now 
heset by Soviet satellite missiles 
and self doubts, in the quiet cour- 
age and sacrifice of David. 

For. if Americans as a nation 
would work as hard, be as dedicat- 
ed and would walk in as humble 
dignity as he, the nation would no 
longer have anything to fear— as 
David feared nothing. Rather, it.

The Star has recently received a book by Ben Ross Schneider, Jr., 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Ben Schneider of 21 Winthrop street. The hook is 
entitled "Wordsworth's Cambridge Education” (New York: Cambridge 
University Press) and has just been published. 

An attractive book, written as 
Mr. Schneider's Doctor of Philoso- 
phy dissertation at Columbia Uni- 
versity, it examines the college 
years of the poet as well as certain 
central features of the eighteenth 
century’s intellectual and social 
life. 

William Wordsworth came to St. 

John’s College at Cambridge Uni- 
versity in 1787 and began his aca- 
demic career with the advantages 
of genius and an excellent back- 
ground at his school in Hawks- 
head. However, soon the poet re- 
jected the courses of studies which 
led to academic honors, a principal 
part of the ancient college. This de- 
cision, Mr. Schneider believes, was 
of the utmost significance, for by 
turning from this he turned also 
from the things Cambridge repre- 
sented at the time, a complete re- 
jection of a whole system of be- 
liefs and attitudes about the world, 
man, society and art. 

Mr. Schneider examines both the 
Cambridge curriculum and philo- 
] sophy anu shows how the books 
Wordsworth probably read would 
] have affected him. His descriptions 
of university life at Cambridge and 
the world which the budding poet 
I found himself surrounded by are 
thought provoking. Throughout the 
| book the author makes frequent 
reference to Wordsworth's long 
] poem, "The Prelude." 

Mr. Schneider received his A.B. 

I degree from Williams College af- 
ter graduating from Winchester 
High School, where ho was encour- 
aged by the late Robert M. Keeney 
to enter the teaching field. He re- 
ceived his master’s and Ph.D. de- 
degrees from Columbia University. 

Throughout his later educational 
work he specialized in eighteenth- 
century English literature. 

During the war Mr. Schneider 
served with the Army in the Pa- 
cific. He was married in 1949 and i 
he and his wife traveled to Eng- 
land where he did research at Cam- 1 
bridge University for his book. He j 
and his wife now have three child- 
ren. 

Mr. Schneider has taught at the 
University of Colorado at Boulder, 
the Univcrstiy of Oregon and is 
now instructor in English litera- 
ture at Lawrence College in Apple- 
ton, Wis. 

The book was published in Eng- 
land because Mr. Schneider's pro- 
fessor it Columbia was a Cam- 
bridge University professor and he 
was so impressed that he asked 
permission to submit it to the Uni- 
versity Press with the request that 
it be published. The Press liked the 
book and it came out late in Decem- 
ber. 

Mr. Schneider hoped to have cop- 
ies of the book by Christmas,

After three and one-half yeai at the Univoi - ty of 
he went to Lintleld College, McMinnville, Oregon, in ordi r to 
a student pastorate in Carlton. He was licensed to preach at the age j 
of IS, was student pastor of the Baptist Church at Springfield, Oregon. ' 

After serving pastorates in Springfield, Oregon, the Twenty-First 
Avenue Baptist Church in San Francisco and the First Baptist Church 
in Carlton, Oregon, he came east in 1923 and completed his theological 
studies at Rochester Theological Seminary, now Colgate Rochester. 
He served at York and East Bloomfield, New ’i ork, before going to Park 
Memorial Baptist Church in Springfield, Mass., in 1929, where lit* re- 
mained until called to First Baptist Church, North Adams, Mass., in 
1936. In 1938 he accepted a call to Tabernacle Baptist Church. Utica, 
New York, one of the largest and strongest churches of the Baptist 
denomination. 

In 1944 he accepted a call to 
First Baptist Church, Winchester. 

Through his untiring efforts he has 
seen the Church debt of $73,000 
entirely wiped out, a Parsonage ac- 
quired, the Church Staff increased 
to include a full time Sexton, Sec- 
retary and Director of Christian 
Education, the musical program of 
the Church greatly improved and 
the Church School more than 
doubled.

In spite of the very stormy Sat- 
urdny, January 25, then* \va a 
good attendance of Hay Stnto His- 
torical Longue members at the 
New England Historic Genealogi- 
cal Society : n their V/ildor Hall. 

In the morning there was a live- 
ly Pnnel Discussion on "Young 
People and our Historical Socie- 
ties,” led by Gilbert Bean, who 
spoke, and introduced speakers 
who had been successful in inter- 
esting school groups in local his- 
tory. 


One of the vice presidents pre- 
sided at the 2 o’clock meeting, ex- 
plaining that there was no need of 
a Roll Call this time because of the 
guest-book. An officer of the 

‘‘Plimoth Plantation" told of their 
new project in building a fac- 
simile Plymouth village two miles 
south of the original. 

Diffevent speakers told of the 
scheduled com ng meetings, as fol- 
lows: Saturday, April 20 at First ! 
Congregational Church in Beverly 
with an interesting meeting and 
open houses; the June meeting on 
Cape Cod; and the October meet- 
ing in Worcester. 


Prof. 1. Bernard Cohen of Har- 
vard University, a very fine speak- 
er, gave a most interesting lecture 
on "Contributions to Science from 
o u r New England Villages.” 
Clergymen had to study science 
and they imparted much informa- 
tion to their congregations. Amer- 
icans going abroad to study science 
found that the earliest and accept- 
ed text-books were written by 
Americans, but studied from their 
translations in French, German, 
Dutch and Russian. Cotton Mather, 
2(H) years ahead of his time, wrote 
a textbook on botany.

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EDITORIALS 


Last work the Star printed a letti'r from Mr. William Cusack 
ronrrrning the alert police work in the apprehension of an alleged 
intruder in town. The loiter answers a need which is often overlooked 
in this nee of criticism. 

Mr. Cusack commended the police department and Officer John 
McHugh for his quick thinking and alertness a week ago Wednesday 
night. It is hoped that this arrest will stop the series of house breaks 
in town. 

But actually this shouldn’t he left up to the police alone. John 
Citizen can and must take his part by making sure that proper precau- 
tions are taken when leaving the house. Make sure that all the doors 
are locked and that all windows are secure. While this may not keep 
the prowler out, it may well act as a deterrent. 

I.arge sums of money and other obvious valuables should not he kept 
in the house unless you are inviting an intruder. Most of the breaks in 
this area occur either in the month of December around Christmas when 
houses are likely to have cash on hand, or in the summer months when 
residents arc vacationing. When you leave on a vacation notify the 
police and ask them to keep a check on your vacant house. In the re- 
cent arrest, the man was caught because the police were checking on 
the house. 

If you notice strange cars in your neighborhood, particularly near 
houses which you know- are closed, jot down the license number and 
notify the police. It could he just this little note which might end in 
the apprehension of a thief. 

I.ast Thursday one of the worst disasters ever to happen in W in- 
rhester occurred when the two jet plant's collided over the \N inchest er- 
Medford line. The immediate crisis caused by the crash was evident 
to many persons who either saw the explosion of the colliding planes 
or heard the thunderous crash. 

But Lady Luck or Providence or what you will was definitely on our 
side. That no one in town was badly injured either by the falling plane 
or by the ensuing fires was truly a miracle. 

Because a plane crash is a deceptive thing to locate, the Winchester 
Fire and Police Departments had a very difficult job in even locating 
the downed plane. The first reports had a plane down in the High 
street section; this later turned out to be the fatal crash in Arlington. 
As police and fire department trucks rushed to the scene, Stoneham, 
Woburn. Arlington and Medford authorities all participated in the 
search for the accident. 

One plane crash is unusual in itself, hut the idea of two at the same 
time really stretches the imagination. When the fire department was 
called back for the fires in Winchester, it became evident that the un- 
usual had happened. 

Winchester residents can he truly thankful that we have such expert 
and efficient fire and police departments. Both deserve tremendous 
praise for their quick work and it is due to them that both property and 
lives were saved. 

In addition to the work of those departments the auxiliary police 
and the Bed Cross deserve to be commended, too, for their quick work in 
assisting at tin- accident scene and in keeping the crowds that quickly 
gathered on South Border road and Bridge street under control and safe 
from injury. 

We humbly express our thanks and gratitude to all who helped in 
this disaster and are indeed thankful that Winchester escaped more 
serums damage. 


EXTRA MONEY FOR LIBRARY! 


Kditor of the Star: 

It will soon be time to vote for 
or against giving our Public Li- 
brary extra money. Some citizens 
are not happy over the existing 
trend at the library. Older people 
feel exiled under the new set-up of 
using the smaller art gallery as an 
adult reading room. No amount of 
new furniture will help much to 
overcome the essential defect; 
smallness. 

Some adults gaze at the old read, 
ing room and ask, “Is this an annex 
to the high school library and study 
hall?” If a study hall is needed 
after 4:00 p. m. should not the 
school department furnish the 
space and trained supervision? 

We should not ask a reference 
librarian to play the role of super- 
vising study, keeping discipline, 
(without authority and without 
comeback if some mean youngster 
has the nerve to let air out of tires 
etc., etc.) and at the same time 
keep up with his other regular 
duties. This is an impossible job. 

The following suggestions are 
nothing more than tentative! They 
were given to the librarian on De- 
cember 5, 1957. At this writing. 
January 28, 1958, not even one of 
these ideas has been discussed with 
the writer by any one of the Trus- 
tees. 


Problem: To eliminate non-read- 
, ing and non-studying young adults 
| and teenagers, from our Library. 

1. Ask cooperation of school de- 

pa rtment. 

Furnish teachers or school 
librarian (?) with blue slips 
(or blue request slips). These 
slips should name pupil, date, 
signature of person giving 
assignment. Slip would be 
proof of bona fide intention 
of pupil and his need. 

2. Control at library. 

When a group of young 
adults is observed to be just 
visiting” and not working, 
the library stalf can ask 
for their blue request slips. 
If none is produced the visit- 
ors can be asked to leave. In- 
subordination can be report- 
ed. 

Problem: To gain more space for 
reference library as used by young 
adults. 

I. Take one half of main reading 
room. I)o this by screen- 
ing off west side with new 
shelving down the center of 
room. 

Equip this study-reference 
area with existing tables and 
chairs, plus tables from east 
side. Also bring in extra 
folding chairs from Art Gal- 
lery if needed.

These days, at home, we sel- 
dom see people trying to 
study or read by light from 
a high, central fixture. 

Problem: More space in chil- 

drens’ department. 

We assume that both more 
space and more shelving are 
required. The question is 
bound to come up because we 
were told last year that well 
over 90'"', of all Winchester 
children had been given cards 
or were registered and hence 
the impression was planted 
that nearly every Winchester 
child was an active user of 
our library. That is not true. 

1. The service desk as now lo- 

cated, takes up a good deal 
of floor space. Could it not 
be relocated at east end of 
room and near the two | 
closets?

2. Could not the children read 

and look at pictures with 
more ease and less eye-strain 
if they could hold the book 
normally, as at home? In 
other words, do not buy more 
tables. Put the money into ' 
more child -size reading I 
chairs. Any kind of table is i 
space consuming. 

3. Better but more drastic plan: | 

Would it, be too costly to ex- 
tend the Childrens’ Room. , 
along its north wall, one 
story high? This would give 
a long room 12-14 feet wide. | 
Cover with low-shed-type 
roof and use the new plastic 
domes. Or make the entire 
new roof as found in green- 
house construction. Two ex- 
isting windows would be cut 
down to floor level to form 
door ways between old and 


new portions of childrens’ 
room. This plan gives four 
new walls to form back- 
ground for much needed 
shelving. It would nearly 
double existing floor area. 
Plumbing; 

The existing toilet on south 
side of childrens’ room could 
he revamped as a "ladies 
room.” Boys can use wash 
room at front of building. 
Some replanning may be re- 
quired. 

5. Coats, etc.: 

The writer does not know if 
the west end entrance lobby 
to childrens’ room is large 
enough to park all rainy-day 
toggery? There is a way to 
improve this matter if it is a 
problem.

Russian at the U.S. Army Lan- 
guage School in Monterey, under 
the Army’s stepped-up program 
for over-coming a critical shortage 
of skilled linguists. 

Pvt. Stevens, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold N. Stevens, 22 Stowel! 
road, was graduated from Win- 
chester High School in 1955, and 
attended Dartmouth College, in 
Hanover, New Hampshire, for two 
years before entering the military 
service. 

Upon completing his present 
course of study, Pvt. Stevens will 
be prepared to act as translator or 
interpreter, able to converse freely 
in Russian as well as to read and 
write the language. 

With the urgent need for ling- 
uists multiplied by the world-wide 
deployment of our Armed Forces 
and the teaching nature of many 
of their missions, the U.S. Army 
Language School is currently open 
to students from all the services. 
Now permanently located at the 
Presidio of Monterey, it employs 
more than 500 instructors from 38 
countries and teaches 28 languages. 

In the 17 years of its operation 
it has trained 8000 students to 
speak, read, and write Japanese. In 
1 1 years it has graduated 5000 in 
Russian, and in only seven years 
900 men have been trained in Ger- 
man. Besides these, many more 
have been graduated in Chinese, 
Korean, Arabic, Turkish, French, 
Romanian, Czech, Finnish, Viet, 
namese, and Thai, to name only a 
few of the 32 languages that have 
been taught at the U.S. Army Lan- 
guage School. 

The carefully chosen faculty are 
natives of the country whose lang- 
uage they teach. They come from 
business, professional, and political 
backgrounds. Few were teachers 
originally. But all, before they be- 
gin to teach, complete an intensive 
training course in teaching meth- 
ods and techniques. 

Classes meet six hours daily, five 
days a week, and students average 
three hours nightly in study. For 
the more difficult languages a year- 
long course is required. The Ro- 
manic-Gormanie languages are, for 
the most part, six-month courses.

This depends upon the terms of the trust. They 
vary all the way from safekeeping to active 
management. Usually, the duties arc to take 
care of the property, to manage it, to 
make it productive, and to distribute the 
property, income and principal, as 
authorized or directed, and finally 
to make a proper accounting. 
The tnistce is under a duty to carry out 
the terms of the trust, whatever they are, 
as long as they do not call for the 
trustee's doing what is unlawful, against 
public policy, or impossible. We could 
give you a long list of duties of a 
trustee, but we doubt that, apart from a 
specific trust, the list would be helpful.

Conflict in marriage may he pro- 
ductive if it is directed at issues, 
problems and conditions, rather 
than “getting personal.” Con- 
flict is destructive if it concen- 
trates on the personalities of the 
participants and the fundamentals 
on which the marriage is based.

accommodation. 

A state of hostility is character- 
ized by a constant state of conflict, 
tension, antagonism, quarreling, 
j bickering, nagging. When destruc- 
tive conflict becomes never-ending 
I and repetitious in marriage, when 
bitterness, hostility, resentment 
and recriminations grow and mul- 
tiply, the couple should seek the 
help of an experienced marriage 
counselor. 

In the compromise situation mu- 
tually satisfactory adjustments 
are worked out in which each part- 
ner compromises to a certain ex- 
tent on an agreement satisfactory 
to both. But compromises should

In response to this invitation, a 
group of 30 toured the Robert 
Brock Brigham Hospital, a Red 
Feather agency, nnd one which is 
unique in this country for its in- 
tensive research nnd treatment of 
arthritic patients. Much of this 
research is made possible by grants 
from the Arthritis and Rheuma- 
tism Foundation, a United Fund 
member receiving special recogni- 
tion this month. 

Some of the tour was conducted 
by John McGill of Cambridge, who 
was severely stricken with arth- 
ritis and incapacitated with arth- 
ritis for one year nt the hospital. 
After much intensive treatment, 
McCiill resumed his career and is 
now at work as a technical writer 
nnd editor of Trans-Sonics, Inc., in 
Burlington. 

Doctors, physical therapists, vo- 
cational therapists, and social 
workers at the hospital discussed 
the special difficulties of the arth- 
ritic patient and explained to the 
visiting group that no cause or cure 
for the disease has yet been found. 
Patients can he rehabilitated but 
recurrent attacks are common. A 
great deal of research is critically 
needed.

Time: approximately 11:34 a. m., 
Thursday, January 23, 1958. I was 
walking by the corner of Mystic 
Valley parkway and Winthrop 
street and I saw some high school 
boys pointing to the sky and what 
appeared to be a jet burning in the 
air. It made an arch and then dis- 
appeared. I did not hear any ex- 
plosion. 

Time: approximately 11:36 a. m. 
I heard Box 143 turned in. About 
11:40 a. m. the Winchester ambu- 
lance went up Mystic Valley park- 
way and then the whistle blew for 
all auxiliary police, firemen and 
Red Cross to report to headquar- 
ters. I got my Red Cross arm 
band nnd ran to the Red Cross 
Headquarters. I alerted Mrs. 
Elizabeth Cusack and told her that 
I had a report that a plane had 
crashed on South Border road. She 
in turn alerted all Red Cross direc- 
tors who are called upon in time 
of disaster. I got all first aid sup- 
plies and stretchers ready for use. 
In a few minutes Mr. Gerald Hills 
came and got Red Cross supplies 
and we preceeded to the scone of 
tho crash. When we arrived at the 
crash, I saw Chat two houses were 
on fire; on closer examination 1 
saw that some of the plane was 
Still burning. The Chief of one of 
the fire departments told me that 
the plane had come over the second 
house and had smashed into the 
bedroom, demolishing it nnd part 
of the garage, and also had cracked 
a foot thick cement wall. 

The chief also said that the plane 
did not hit the house but die gaso- 
oline from the fuel tanks wont 
down the slope and started the lire 
next door. The intensified heat 
made fighting the fire more diffi- 
cult. 

Mr. Gerald Hills, Red Cross first 
aid director, and I then went hack 
to the car for some ammonia tubes 
j which are used to relieve fainting.

1 left the bedroom and went into 
the kitchen where a plainclothes- 
man asked me to lock the back door 
to keep all people out.

Hills and 1 tried to calm her down. 

I went over to her husband and 
he told me that she had just gotten 
up before the plane smashed 
through the bedroom. I asked him 
if I could call a doctor and he said 
I could call Dr. Philip McManus 
from next door. In the meantime 
the minister of their church came 
over nnd helped quiet her down. 
An officer and two men asked me 
if I would go over to the Ridge 
street section near Arlington to see 
if anyone was hurt over there. We 
went over and saw the crash on 
Lowell street where one of the 
pilots was being given Last Rites. 
He was inside the inner parts of 
the plane. The other pilot was un- 
derneath a parachute and he was

I helped the MDC police and the 
Air Police keep the people away 
from the houses and the woman at 
this time.

In addition, certain of the service member'' have organized a Ser- 
vice Member Volunteer Sewing Group, whose expert seamstresses turn 
out well-tailored baby dresses and children’s johnnies. 

Altogether during the club year I!)5 i’>-I 957 these groups completed 
over forty-three hundred separate articles. And over the same period, 
Winton < ‘liit* through it.- purchasing Committee bought and donated to 
the Hospital nearly sixty-four hundred ready-made items. The total 
cost of these contributions was over $7500.

Dormouse, Queen of Hearts— the 
Rich Maharajah numbers — all were 
very different, very handsome. Mr. 

Ross, of Ross Hair Styling, had i v< *ai 
arranged the hair styles of ladies 
in the show (and committee mem- I 
bers), and had done a very excel- ! 
lent job of make-up for those in the • Vurni 
cast. 

It takes so many facets to make 
up the complete jewel— so many 
details to make a good show. There 
is lighting, and the Town Hall can- 
not be an easy place to give good 
stage effects, hut George McAlen- 
nan’s lighting was very good. And 
the Town Hall is noted for its dif- 
ficult acoustics, but Crosby Kel- 
ley and John Harrison managed to 
make the words and music heard n 
every corner! 

Betty Ann Pritchard was Alice, 
and Lewis Carroll would certainly 
have approved, for she WAS Alice! 

Her number “Through the Looking 
Glass,” with Eleanor McPeake as 
the other Alice, was good, good 
pantomime. Lynda Nanry provid- 
ed several fine vocal numbers, and 
the first act works up to one big 
intermission finale — “the Trial of 
the Knave of Hearts.” It is clever 
— and it makes a beautiful curtain 
with the vivid costumes, the deck 
of cards costumes especially', and 
the Wintonland figures. Mrs. Lynch 
and Mr. Powers contrived some 
very good stage effects throughout 
this show. 

Another effective number was 
“Garden of Flowers,” with the soft 
filmy costumes and good lighting 
effects, the ballet dancing of Nor- 
een Johnson, the flowers (girls) 
and the gallant pawns (men) in an 
eye-catching number. 

Teddy O’Rourke and Charlou 
Shartel in the Tweedledee and 
Tweedledum number were good — 
but the number was all too short. 

Because of a short scene and cos- 
tume change at one point, Sherman 
Russell was drafted to “ad lib” — 
and “ad lib” he did, sparring for 
time until the scenes could go on, 
and adding his bit of fun to the 
show. The finale of Humpty 
Dumpty, with the fascinating pot- 
bellied Humpty on the wall, was 
striking. And against this buck- 
drop, the whole cast assembled for 
their “Good Bye to Wintonland" 
number. 

The annual Winton Show is a re- 
markable production — it is accom- 
plished in very few weeks of ter- 
rific rehearsals, with many people 
working on stage and backstage, 
and people like Mr. Ross .and Mrs. 

Metcalf and others giving year 
after year it has the interest and 
support of townspeople because out 
of this annual cabaret in the Town 
Hall there is raised money urgently 
needed for the linen supply at the 
Winchester Hospital.

What are the duties 
of a TRUSTEE? 


This depends upon the terms of the trust. They 
vary all the way from safekeeping to active 
management. Usually, the duties are to take 
care of the property, to manage it, to 
make it productive, and to distribute the 
property, income and principal, as 
authorized or directed, and finally 
to make a proper accounting. 
The trustee is under a duty to carry out 
the terms of the trust, whatever they are, 
as long as they do not call for the 
trustee's doing what is unlawful, against 
public policy, or impossible. We could 
give you a long list of duties of a 
trustee, but we doubt that, apart from a 
specific trust, the list would be helpful.

CURTAIN & CUE OPEN HOUSE 
FEATURES PANEL DISCUSSION 


Wednesday evening, January 29, 
the High School Curtain and Cue, 
radio, and speech clnsses put on nn 
open house to acquaint interested 
people with the way these three 
departments are set up, run and 
with their accomplishments.

*Wudent station manager of 
WHSR-FM, spoke about radio and 
about the benefits of a high school 
radio station. Experience in broad- 
casting gives practice in all as- 
pects of preparing and producing 
u show as well, as giving experi- 
ence in speaking. 

Phil Dreyer, an active member of 
Curtain and Cue, gave the views of 
a student who is active but is not 
an officer in such a group. 


George Neville, doing nn excel- 
lent job of representing the fresh- 
men, ended the panel discussion 
with his ideas of what it is like to 
be a beginner. "Most people are 
hidden in a shell of uncertainty, 
with ingredients of fear of making 
mistukes nnd being ridiculed. This 
speech course and practice helps 
end this feeling.” 

These talks were followed by a 
question and answer period in 
which the uudience participated. 
After that, there was entertain- 
ment demonstrating the uses of 
the various fields in the speech 
arts. Included were a rndio play, 
a cutting from "Our Town,” a solo 
interpretation, nnd a public speak- 
ing demonstration. 

Next on the program was a 
guided tour and explanation of the 
stage and rndio station facilities. 
In the speech arts room a series of 
photographs of past drama produc- 
tions were displayed. The delight- 
ful evening ended in the cafeteria 
with coffee and refreshments. We 
all feel that it was a big success, 
and would like to continue it in 
future years.

The committee hopes to present 
a recommendation at the coining 
town meeting as to whether addi- 
tional facilities should he located 
in the center of town or whether 
such facilities should be built else- 
where. 

Mr. William Davies, a member 
of the committee which report- 
ed in 1950 and recommended the 
construction of a new junioi high 
school in the Palmer Street play- 
ground, area, indicated that this 
committee had felt it unwise u> 
commit the town to a concentration 
of its secondary schools in the ren- 
ter. His committee had recommend- 
ed the abandonment of what is 
now the junior high school and the 
building of a new junior high 
school. It was his opinion that al- 
though the present junior high 
school was completely remodeled, 
the use of the Palmer street loca- 
tion for additional junior high fa- 
cilities would not be advisable be- 
cause the schools would be too close 
together. 

Mr. William J. Speers reminded 
the meeting that his committee, 
which remodeled and expanded 
both high schools, had planned the 
schools adequately for a four-year 
program. Their program contem- 
plated that the senior high would 
be cut back to a three-year school 
(preferred by the school depart 
ment) when it became overloaded. 
Their plan considered the renova- 
tion of the old high school into a 
junior high school adequate for a 
two-year program when complet' d,

Size in industry today is deter- 
mined by the demands of the func- 
tions performed, he pointed out, 
adding that there is little direct 
competition between hig and little 
manufacturers “because most of 
the big firms are engaged princi- 
pally in products that are eco- 
nomically impossible for the small 
business to make.” 

Mr. Leach illustrated how hig 
and little business work together to 
raise the standard of living by 
showing how such commonplace 
things as cellophane reach the pub- 
lic and by discussing such new de- 
velopments as “Mylar" polyester 
film and hyper-pure silicon, which 
promise future improvements in 
American life.

Roth reading rooms are for the 
list* of adults. However, since the 
i new reading room came into use in 
December, the older renders seem 
| to prefer it since it is quieter than 
the larger main reading room. This 
quiet will be even more appreciated 
in warm weather when windows 
are open. Young people of high 
school and college age are welcome 
to use any part of the library. It 
is true many of them come here to 
do their homework. It is also true 
that older people come here at 
times with no more serious purpose 
than to spend some time in pleas- 
ant surroundings. No one is asked 
his purpose in coming to the public 
library, nor does anyone need a ! 
permit to come. All are welcome, I 
young and old. When young people [ 
require supervision and a reminder 
to he considerate of others, mem- 
bers of the library staff consider 
this a necessary part of their work. 
Helping young people become good 
citizens is a legitimate part of li- 
brary work. 

None regret more than the trus- 
tees and the staff, the necessity to 
cancel the movie programs, the art 
classes, and the meetings of the 
Art Association and other large 
groups. It is hoped that a partial 
solution may be found in the Rich 
Room. We plan to open a seen nd i 
exit from the room and thus make 
it available for groups of 50-fiO j 
people. At present only 25 people | 
may meet there. 

As for the children’s room. I am 
sure finy active library borrower or 
parent will agree that more shelv- j 
ing is needed there. To relieve the 
overcrowded conditions we are ex- j 
panding in the only possible way. J 
We plan to remove the closet walls 
thus opening up increased floor | 
area and to place shelving .along 
the lower corridor.

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Seventy years ago this January 
the National Geographic Society 
was born. 

Only 165 persons joined the So- 
ciety at its formal organization 
January 27. 1888, in the Nation’s 
Capital. At present it has far 
more members that that in Uganda 
alone. Steady growth over the de- 
cades has brought the Society’s 
membership to an all-time high of 
2,175,000 families and individuals 
living in every part of the world. 
It is by far the largest scientific 
and educational society in exis- 
tence. 

The National Geographic -Mag- 
azine. published monthly in a fa- 
miliar yellow cover, is mailed out 
year old ' n suc *’ numbers that the copies of 
Owner, a single issue would fill a book- 
shelf more than 1 1 miles long.

The founding group included 
some of the finest scientific minds 
1 — and impressive beards — in 
Washington of the 1880’s. But the 
venture’s success was largely due 
to the choice of Gilbert Grosvenor 
as editor. 

Young Grosvenor — backed edi- 
torially by his future father-in-law, 
inventor Alexander Graham Bell- 
set out to make geography inter- 
esting to laymen as well as to sci- 
entists. He was determined that 
the Society’s infant magazine 
should never contain a single sen- 
tence which could not be readily 
understood. He pioneered in the 
generous use of photographs. 

Particularly in color photogra- 
phy, National Geographic took the 
lead. It made the first natural- 
color pictures from the air, under- 
ground. and undersea. In the 
monumental “A History of Amer- 
ican Magazines," Frank Luther 
Mott wrote that regular use of 
color illustrations "transformed 
the Geographic into a kind of 
periodical never before known.” 
Grants for Research 
Since 1006, when the young So- 
ciety helped finance Admiral Rob- 
ert K Peary's assault on the North 
Pole, it has made extensive annual 
grants for scientific research and 
exploration. The Society’s own 
writers and photographers have 
roamed the world to bring back 
geographic knowledge of remote 
and little-known regions. 

Contrary to a widespread belief, 
the Society is neither endowed nor 
subsidized. Dues of members pay 
for 12 monthly issues of the mag- 
azine, for frequent maps and other 
supplements, for the Society’s edu- 
cational services, and for the an- 
nua! grants to scientific projects. 

Throughout the years of growth, 

| the Society and magazine wore 
guided by Gilbert Grosvenor and 
1 his long-time colleague, John Oliv- 
i er La Gorce. When l>r. Grosvenor 
j retired as president and editor in 
1954, I)r. La Gorce took over. He, 
too, requested retirement in Jan- 
I nary, 1957. 

His successor is Dr. Melville Bell 
i Grosvenor, himself the son, grand- 
I son, and great-grandson of pres- 
i idents of the 70-year-old Society.

Problems encountered during the 
year were ones expected in times 
of higher demands for hospital ser- 
vices and of higher costs of doing 
the job. A continuing problem is 
that of space for patient admis- 
sions and for the hospital’s over-all 
operations. 

The problem of rising costs, due 
principally to much-needed in- 
creases in wages, required increas- 
es in the hospital’s rates. Yet 
charges remained as low or lower 
than those of comparable hospitals 
in the Metropolitan Boston area. 
The net earned income this year 
was $4608 compared with a loss 
of about $31,000 last year. 

Another problem is that of ob- 
taining adequate qualified person- 
nel in the administrative depart- 
ments because of the higher wage 
scales in business and industry. 

The nursing shortage creates 
still another problem for the hos- 
pital. As a result of this, the staff- 
ing of the hospital’s floors has been 
met only with the cooperation of 
part-time nurses and the overtime 
work of the staff nurses. Yet an ex- 
cellent job has been done in keep- 
ing the hours of nursing care on 
the medical and surgical floors 
close to the objective of 4-plus 
hours per patient per day. A par- 
tial solution of this problem was 
made with the training last Feb- 
ruary of a class of eight nurses’ 
aides and another class was started | 
in October. 

The generous work of the direc- 
tors and trustees and the many who 
help on their individaul initiative 
and the many hundreds lending 
their assistance through service or- 
ganizations are deeply appreciated.

The Committee has been advised 
I that the pits, used in conjunction

I material from building demolition, 
and an unexpected volume of other 
i non-combustibles. 

As was indicated in the Commit- 
tee’s second report, a planning con- 
, sultant was engaged to assist the 
Committee in establishing dump 
site selection criteria. His report 
to the Committee covered some 
fifteen sites, two of which were 
j outside, but adjacent to, Winches- 
! ter’s boundaries and recommended 
j that the pits be used as one site in 
: conjunction with others. The Com- 
1 mitteo’s overall nnalysis of the 
problem revealed a very long esti- 
mated useful life of the pits, mak- 
ing their choice desirable and addi- 
tional sites unnecessary. If the 
Town feels a solution for a period 
of more thnn the estimated one 
hundred years is desirable, a sec- 
ond site for the disposal of non- 
combustibles should be obtained. 

With respect to disposal method, 
the following is quoted from the 
planning consultant’s report: 

’’The most efficient way of 
disposing of combustible rub- 
bish is through complete incin- 
eration in an industrial incin- 
erator structure. While the 
initial capital outlay for such 
an incinerator structure and 
its equipment may oe consid- 
erable, and while the daily 
operating costs may be more 
than for the preceding meth- 
ods described (open dump, 
sanitary land fill, out door 
burning), complete inciner- 
ation is unquestionably the 
most suitable for a Town such 
as Winchester, surrounded by 
densely populated areas.” 

A Boston engineering firm was 
engaged to assist the Committee in 
the preparation of a cost estimate 
for the recommended program. Its 
study included: (1) An engineering 
evaluation of the suitability of the 
alternate sites from the viewpoint 
of incinerator design nnd its con- 
struction costs; (2) estimates of 
the capital outlay required to es- 
tablish alternate types of inciner- 
ation and collection systems, and 
(3) estimates of operation nnd 
maintenance costs including collec- 
tion of rubbish and garbage. A 
summary of its report to the Com- 
mittee, with pertinent quotations, 
follows : 

“The specific problem in- 
volved in rubbish disposal is 
that the present dump has 
reached the end of its useful 
life. Purchasing more land 
and continuing the present 
mode of rubbish disposal is too 
costly and wasteful of the 
small amount of unoccupied 
lands available.” 

After studying all large parcels 
of unoccupied land in Winchester, 
to determine the suitability of 
these tracts for refuse disposal 
areas, the engineers found the pits 
located between East street and 
Cross street “to be the only site in 
Winchester suitable for a long- 
term disposal area.” 

Their report includes an analysis 
of the quantity and the various 
types of refuse for which the Town 
must make provision. Based on 
this study, they discuss the various 
methods of disposal, indicating the 
advantages nnd disadvantages of 
each, which have already been cov- 
ered in this Third and Final Re- 
port of the Committee. 

In recommending that Winches- 1 
ter construct and operate an incin- 
erator, located on Cross street near j 
the intersection of Verplast avenue, 
the engineers cite the following ad- 
vantages: 


“(1) Location relatively 
near the center of population; 
(2) direct handling of ashes 
nnd incombustible:* from incin- 
erator ash pits to disposal area 
due to difference in level be- 
tween Cross street and bottom 
of pit; (3) smokeless and odor- 
less reduction of refuse which 
will not degrade the value of 
the surrounding property; 
(1) brush, tree trimmings and 
grass clippings can also be re- 
duced; (5) sanitary disposal of 
garbage can also be accom- 
plished without smoke or 
smell. Although garbage can 
presently be disposed of to 
piggeries in adjacent towns, 
it is problematical how long 
this practice may be continued 
in the foreseeable future either 
because of excessive cost or 
discontinuance of the existing 
piggeries. At such time, in- 
cineration facilities become 
vital as incineration is the only 
other practical method of gar- 
bage disposal. ((>) the expect- 
ed life of the recommended 
site is in excess of 100 years; 
(7) after any section of the 
disposal area has been brought 
to final grade, the area may be 
immediately used for any pur- 
pose; and (8) the modern - 
architectural lines of the pro- 
p o s e d incinerator together 
with landscaping of the dis- 
posal area would make the in- 
cinerator a desirable addition 
to the neighborhood." 

The engineers’ description of the 
proposed incinerator and its pro- 
possed mode of operation follows: 
"The plant with all appur- 
tenances, roads, driveways, 
and desired setback from both 
Cross street and Verplast ave- 
nue will occupy about one acre. 
The plant would hnve n single 
incinerator of the 100 ton size, 
equipped with a mechanical 
stoker and hydraulic charging 
gate. An incinerator of the 
100 ton size will permit the 
disposal of the accumulation 
of garbnge and rubbish in one 
eight hour shift with a five 
day work week. The inciner- 
ator plant will encompass the 
following features: (1) Brick 
faced exterior with long, nar- 
row bands of sash to enhance 
the appearance of the build- 
ing and give the plant distinc- 
tively modern lines. (2) In- 
door truck unloading facilities 
to prevent paper, dust and 
other waste materials from 
blowing onto adjoining prop- 
erty and provide garaging for 
collection trucks. (3) Refuse 
bins so located in the indoor 
unloading area to permit di- 
rect dumping of rubbish and 
garbnge from trucks into bins 
of adequate storage capacity 
for 2 days’ collection. (4) 
Monorail crane with single line 
clam shell bucket for transfer- 
ring refuse from bins to incin- 
ator furnace. (5) Location will 
utilize large difference in ele- 
vation between street and dis- 
posal area floor to permit di- 
rect disposal of ash from incin- 
erator ash hoppers, initially 
by chutes and eventually l>y 
dumping into truck, and haul- 


ing to area of pit heing used 
for ash disposal, (fi) Truck 
scale to assist in keeping ac- 
curate records of incinerator 
operation and cost. (7) Pro- 
visions for future washers or 
scrubbers in the gas stream 
should it be found necessary in 
tho future. A comparable in- 
cinerator in this vicinity ( Mar- 
blehead) is operating without 
washers nnd, so far, no difficul- 
ties or complaints hnve been 
experienced. 

“The proposed incinerator 
plant would be operated with 
a force of 3 men — one man on 
the charging floor to supervise 
unloading of trucks anil oper- 
ate crane to charge the incin- 
erator, one man on tin* stoking 
floor to operate the stoker and 
incinerator, accessories and 
supervise the fire in the incin- 
ertor, and a third man on the 
ash pit level to dump ashes 
from the stoker ash pit into 
ash truck and drive the truck 
to the disposal area for final 
disposal. This ‘ash’ man, in 
addition to hauling ushes from 
the incinerator, will be able to 
supervise the operation of the 
disposal area, preventing 
dumping of combustibles and 
garbnge in the disposal area, 
and direct tho dumping of in- 
combustibles and debris. 

“An alternate to this propos- 
ed design would lie an inciner- 
ator plant with a 50-ton size 
incinerator operated 2 shifts a 
day on a 5-day week. This 
plant would require fi men to 
operate. However, this alter- 
nate is not economically prac- 
tical as the increased labor 
of about $17,000. would not be 
offset by a comparable reduc- 
tion in construction cost. The 
reduction in construction for 
the smaller plant would be 
only $60,000. to $70,000.” 

The Committee desires to call 
to the Town’s attention two very 
important considerations involved 
in this method of refuse disposal, 
namely: (1) Collection of rubbish 
by the Town is essential to the suc- 
cessful and efficient operation of 
any incinerntor, and (2) the cost 
of construction and operation of 
this type of plant, including the 
cost of collection, is considerably 
higher than the cost of disposal by 
the sanitary land fill method, with 
or without controlled burning. 

Becnuse of the advantageous 
topography of the site recommend- 
ed, it is estimated that the con 
struction cost of a plant incorpor- 
ating the above features will not 
exceed $350,000. This does not 
include the cost of land acquisition, 
engineering fees, resident super- 
vision during construction, or con- 
tingencies. It does include com- 
plete landscaping, driveway pav- 
ing, and all equipment necessary 
for plant operation. When rubbish 
collection is instituted, the pur- 
chase of 3 load-packer type trucks 
will become necessary at a total 
cost of $30,000. In the following 
tabulation of annual costs, these 
trucks have been depreciated on a 
five year basis, although it is con- 
templated that they would be re- 
placed every three years. 

The following costs are predicat- 
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i'd on present population and price 
levels (December 1957) and include 
an average annual cost of $24,000. 
for amortizing lh>' const motion 
cost, of tlu* proposed incineration 
plant. It is anticipated that land 
acquisition costs, engineering fees 
and contingencies will he taken 
from current revenues and or sur- 
plus and, accordingly, have not 
been included in the annual operat- 
ing cost tabulation. 

It should be noted that the cost 
of acquiring land for a new dis- 
posal area is a factor of expense 
regardless of the disposal method 
used; in other words, the Town is 
faced with the cost of acquiring a 
site whether or not a plant is built 
upon it. 

All salaries used therein are bas- 
ed on current levels now being paid 
by the Town, nnd all incinerator 
plant and collection costs nro based 
on actual costs experienced in Mar- 
blehead, Mass., which is presently 
operating a new incineration plant 
comparable to the plant proposed 
for Winchester, and which is a 
town of comparable area, popula- 
tion and character of homes.

The above costs include the 
amortization of a new, though 
smaller, bulldozer which must be 
purchased if this mode of rubbish 
disposal is selected as a permanent 
method and the purchase of a 
nominal amount of fill. The bull- 
dozer would be used for moving 
ashes and incombustibles from the 
area where the burning is done to 
the disposal section of the dump. 
The costs also include the salary 


The above costs nre predicated 
on the use of n Highway Depart- 
ment bulldozer or grader for cover- 
ing ash nnd incombustibles with fill 
when needed. With the advent of 
rubbish collection, it is estimated 
that present garbage collection 
costs would be reduced by 25 r \ . 
Further, if garbage were burned 
instead of sold, the elimination of 
the 4-mile haul to the Woburn pig- 
gery would result in additional 
saving. The allowance for these 
two items was made in the above 
estimated garbage collection cost. 

The Committee earnestly sought 
a solution to the Town’s refuse dis- 
posal problem which would not re- 
quire municipal rubbish collection, 
realizing, that this feature may be 
objectionable to some residents. Al- 
though collection appears to be in- 
escapable at such time as an incin 
orator is put into operation, it 
should he pointed out that many 
Winchester residents now pay to 
have their rubbish removed to the 
dump. Also, in areas where rub- 
bish collection is commonly prac- 
ticed, backyard burning is often 
prohibited, thereby eliminating an 
increasing annoyance in densely 
populated neighborhoods. 

Before municipal rubbish collec 
tion is undertaken, the Committee 
recommends that bids for collection 
by private contractors be solicited. 
It may be ascertained, at that time, 
whether or not backyard collection, 
though more costly, would be more 
acceptable to the Town. 

Based on the information accu- 
mulated during the pnst two years, 
and for reasons that have been out- 
lined in this report, the Incinerator 
and Waste Committee recommends 
that the Town of Winchester take 
the following action in order to 
solve its critical refuse disposal 
problems: 

1. Initiate controlled open burn- 
ing at the present disposal area in 
order to prolong its life, pending 
the construction of an incinerator. 

2. Take the necessary steps to 
acquire as soon as possible the 
Cross street - East street site in 


order that it may be available as 
the new disposal area to be used in 
conjunction with an incinerntor to 
lie built thereon. 

3. Authorize the preparation of 
plans and specifications for the 
construction of an incineration 
plant. 

4. Construct and place in oper- 
ation the incineration plant at the 
new disposal site and thereupon 
discontinue ail operations at the 
present disposal area. 

The Committee recommends the 
above program in its entirety. 
Piecemeal adoption mny well result 
in a short lived disposal area, and 
sites may not be obtainable in the 
future, due to the present rate of 
development, except at greater 
cost and possibly requiring demoli- 
tion. Any extensive delay in the 
adoption of these proposals may 
well result in a greatly increased 
cost for this type of project. It is 
the Committee’s judgment that 
Winchester should be prepared to 
cope with a potential garbage dis- 
posal crisis; otherwise, the Town 
may find itself at the mercy of 
some other community whose fore- 
sight permitted it to establish a 
program similar to the one recom- 
mended in this report. 

The Committee gratefully ac- 
knowledges the advice and assis- 
tance offered by Town officials and 
employees, nnd also expresses ap- 
preciation for the many sugges- 
tions submitted by numerous Town 
citizens.

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YOUR CHILD’S SPEECH AND YOU! 


When children enter kindergar- 
ten and the first grade, we usually 
assume that they will he able to 
adjust to the new routine, that they 
will make new friends, learn new 
activities, acquire new skills and as 
the years progress be able to as- 
sume the responsibilities of useful, 
happy citizens. They are taught 
as diligently as possible the neces- 
sary skills of reading, arithmetic, 
social foundations, writing, health 
habits, as well as the history of 


our country. 

But, do we teach children to 
| speak? Do we teach them the ahil- 
i ity to communicate these skills 
| they have spent years acquiring? 

I Rather, in spite of us, children 
I learn to communicate in an adult 
. world a sometimes overwhelming 
or frightening world. Your child 
is learning to speak from his first 
i cry or wail upon entering the 
world — and he continues to im- 
prove his vocabulary as he cries, 
laughs, gurgles, coos and hears his 
parents’ voices. That eagerly 
awaited “Ma-ma” or “Da-da”, the 


first speech sounds — why not — 
they’re about the easiest to make. 
"Ma-ma" is a universal language 
for all parents, and your response 
to the first attempt at language can 
be as important as your child’s 
years of education. 

If the child feels acceptance of 
his early attempts at speech, he 
continues to try new sound combi- 
nations — first the simple sounds 
then more complex sound groups. 
By the time most children are three 
or four they are able to use all the 
sounds in our language (and often 
a few sounds all their own!). 


Most children have acquired 
their language by the age of four 
ami are constantly adding new 
words, improving their language 
usage and understanding of lan- 
guage. These are important years 
for speech development, just as the 
primary grades are important in 
acquiring reading skills. If a child 
finds his attempts at speech are un- 
rewarded or unheeded- well, why 
bother to speak at all? Should he 
be constantly interrupted by par- 
ents or other children in his at- 
tempts to acquire language, he may 
begin to hesitate, fearing he will be

editorial 

Hals off to the Winchester Highway Department for their excellent 
work in clearing away one of the worst snowfalls in recent years. 
Highway crews were out about 2:3ft a. fit. on Sunday morning getting a 
head start on clearing the roads. 

Although plenty of warning was given this time in advance of the 
storm, the snow fell so rapidly, up to two inches per hour according to 
the Boston weather bureau, that is was nearly impossible to open all 
roads immediately. But by early Monday morning the main roads were 
well plowed and work was started on the sidewalks and parking areas 
in the center. 

The highway department had a total of 22 trucks <n use for plowing 
operations. These included 11 belonging t < * the highway department, 
t garbage trucks, 2 park department trucks, I tree department truck, 
3 water department trucks and 1 hoard of health truck. In addition, II 
private trucks were hired to help out with the work. 

For the finer clearing operations, 2 pay loaders, 1 belt loader, 1 
blower, 2 salt spreaders and 5 sidewalk and clearing tractors were all 
in use. All town departments sent available employees and 21 extra 
helpers were addl'd to the work force during the period. In all there 
are 25 plowing routes to be covered, including 5 sidewalk routes. Work 
continued from 2:3ft a.m. Sunday to 10 o’clock Monday night and until 
10 p.m. again on Tuesday. 

By Tuesday the center was nearly free of snow, despite below freez- 
ing temperat ures which slowed melting and hindered snow removal, and 
traffic was moving smoothly throughout the town. 

Schools were on vacation and thus cancellation of school was not 
necessary and more manpower was available to help with the snow re- 
moval in various parts of the town. 

With train service slowed down greatly due to numerous break- 
downs throughout and all along the lines, commuters were forced to 
wait for hours in freezing weather for trains that were in some cases 
over an hour late. Surface transportation was also bogged down be- 
cause of poor road conditions and the hoards of passengers who were 
forced to leave their cars at home. 

The total snowfall was 18 inches or 1.68 inches of moisture (snow- 
melted down). This storm, coming within a twenty-four-hour period, 
was one of the worst in recent years. We should be thankful that our 
efficient highway department got us dug out in record time.

Mrs. Stone was born in Charles- 
town and lived in Plymouth for two 
years before she and her parents 
came to Winchester. Her parents, 

Mr. and Mrs. John Clark Mason, 
were prominent Winchester resi- 
dents and were among the founders 
of the old Winchester Methodist 
Episcopal Church which is now the 
Crawford M e m o r i a 1 Methodist 
Church. 

Growing up in Winchester, Mrs. 

Stone attended the Winchester 
schools. The family lived in the 
old Mason homestead built by her 
father at the corner of Hillside 
avenue and Mt. Pleasant street. 

Mrs. Stone was married on June 
1, 1885, to Edward H. Stone, known 
as Henry Stone. He was treasurer 
of the well-known paper house of 
Stone and Forsythe of which he 
was one of the founders. Mr. Stone, 
who died at the age of 89, came 
to Winchester as a boy of 8. 

At the early part of her mar- 
riage, Mrs. Stone lived on Win- 
throp street until she moved into 
the Cambridge street house which 
was built by her husband. The 
Stone family lived there until Mr. 

Stone’s deuth when Mrs. Stone 
moved with her daughter to Wood 
lane. 

Mrs. Stone has been very active 
in town and church activities and 
was a member of the Fortnightly 
Women’s Club, the First Congrega- 
tional Church and is a charter 
member of the Mission Union of 
that church.

New England’s two-year colleges 
are playing an increasingly impor- 
tant role in providing educational 
opportunities for the youth of the 
region, according to a survey by 
the New England Board of Higher 
Education. These include junior 
colleges, community colleges and 
technical institutes. 

This year the 28 two-year insti- 
tutions in the urea enrolled about 
8500 full-time and 6000 part-time 
students. Almost three-fourths of 
the full-time and nearly all the 
part-time students were residents 
of New England. Expansion plans 
show that next year these colleges 
will he able to enroll over 9600, an 
increase of 13 per cent. 

Of the places available last fall, 
94 per cent were filled and more 
than half the schools reported that 
they reached their capacity. The 
remaining institutions, among 
them Becker, Cambridge, Cham- 
berlayne, Franklin Technical Insti- 
tute, Holyoke, Mitchell, Roger 
Williams and Westbrook (day stu- 
dents only) stated they could have 
enrolled an additional total of 465. 

The reasons most frequently 
given for not enrolling more in- 
clude lack of living accommoda- 
tions, classroom facilities or quali- 
fied applicants particularly in 
certain programs. 

With plans for additional facili- 
ties next year, 19 colleges will be 
able to increase the size of the stu- 
dent body by 1100. Some of those 
announcing an increase next year 
are Bay Path, Leicester, New 
Haven, Wentworth and the colleges 
mentioned above. 

There are also many New Eng- 
land students attending separately 
organized two-year divisions of the 
region’s four-year colleges and 
still others at non-degree-granting 
schools.

Strange- 
ly enough, just ns complete an autocratic system can he built in the 
I . S. because people fail to exercise their voting privilege as is devel- 
oped by force in other countries. Thrnuirh the laziness of voters it 
would he relatively easy for a small group to he elected over and over 
again. 

Since this is our town, we must he interested in choosing repre- 
sentatives and officials who will not only represent us well at town meet- 
ing, hut who will help Winchester he an even better place in which to 
live.

Winchester Fruit Company Closes 
To Merge With Ward’s Market 


George Clark of Medford, who has run the Winchester Fruit Com- 
pany since 1932 and Ward’s Market since 1942, will retire on March 1. 
The fruit company is closed and the fruit and produce end of the busi- 
ness has been added to the new Ward’s Market. 

Mr. Clark is proud of his loyal 

customers and wants them to know 
that they will receive the same ex- 
cellent treatment from Ward’s 
Market that they used to get from 
each of the stores previously. 

Ward’s Market will be managed by 
Mr. Clark’s former partner, Stan- 
ley Lavender. 

The decision to close the store 
and retire has been a long time 
coming. Mr. Clark has thought 
about it for about three years but 
it was the combination of the De- 
cember tire which gutted Ward’s 
Market which finally convinced 
him. And now that it is done, Mr. 

Clark said that he felt sort of lone- 
some without the routine of meet- 
ing his customers and running the 
store. However, he plans to leave 
for Florida around the first of the 
week and he feels that the change 
will be a good break for him. While 
in Florida he plans to look around 
for a house with the hopes that he 
will settle there permanently. 

Mr. Clark came to Winchester in 
1933 and bought the fruit company. 

In 1942 he expanded and purchased 
Ward’s Market and took Mr. Lav- 
ender, who had been with him since 
1933, in as a partner. After the fire 
in December both stores operated 
from the fruit company while 
Ward’s was being rebuilt. During 
this period, there was at least five 
times as much work for the two 
men.

On the con- 
trary, the moral obligation of the 
Town is to protect the lives of its 
citizens, especially the lives of its 
children, by preventing unneces- 
sary through traffic from racing 
through its residential streets. 

I object to the extension of John- 
son road for two reasons. First, 
the additional traffic which would 
be funneled into Wildwood street 
would increase considerably the 
danger to the lives of children en- 
tering or leaving the West Side 
Playground. (These children come 
from all sections of Winchester). 

Second, the intersection of Wild- 
wood and Cambridge streets, where 
in recent years several serious or 
fatal accidents have occurred, 
would become a veritable death 
trap with increased east-west 
bound traffic. And let no one ac- 
cuse me of trying to hinder prog- 
ress, since any plan to bring heavy 
truffle into a purely residential dis- 
trict is not progress. 

Some proponents of the extension 
of Johnson road to the Lexington 
line cluim that the through traffic 
would be negligible and that we 
should, therefore, not worry un- 
duly about the Playground, the in- 
tersection, or the children. But if 
their claim is correct, why build a 
road that hardly anybody is ex- 
pected to use? If considerable 
through traffic is not anticipated, 
then the proposed extension is not 
warranted, regardless of whether 
the funds are provided by the 
State, the County, or the Town. It 
ull comes from the taxes we pay. 

Therefore, I urge the Town 
Meeting members to vote against 
the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee for the extension of 
Johnson road unless and until a 
cut-off is constructed that will keep 
additional traffic away from Wild- 
wood street, from its intersection 
with Cambridge street, and, above 
all, from the entrance to the West 
Side Playground.

However, the fact that these four 
belong to 7000 finalists from the 
over 300,000 students to whom this 
examination was given shows that 
they have unusual ability compared 
to the rest of the nation. The Na- 
tional Merit Scholarship examina- 
tions are not achievement tests, 
but are designed instead to test 
English reading and vocabulary 
and general aptitude for mathe- 
matics. 

Without exception these four 
seniors have hastened to say that 
they bv no means spend all their 
time studying. They shared the 
opinion of Talbot Page, who said 
with some pride, “The best way to 
get a good mark in a subject is to 
become interested in the subject 
and realize its importance." 

Awards are not new to these four 
seniors. Talbot Page last year was 
the recipient of the coveted Har- 
vard Book Prize, and Stephen Root 
tied for second place in a state 
competition in mathematics. Linda 
Gross won the Junior Award in 
history at Winchester High School. 

Perhaps the most important char- 
acteristic of these finalists is that 
they work hard, regardless of what 
they are doing. Stephen Root is 
equally industrious, whether he is 
studying chemistry (his favorite 
subject), playing tennis, or prac- 
ticing for the all-state band, of 
which he is a member. Steve also 
plays the clarinet in the Winchester 
High School band, is president of 
both the science and math clubs, 
ami has worked in the Vaudeville 
Show, the Thrift Association, and 
on the J.V. cross country team.

PANEL DISCUSSION AT W.ILS. 

“High School Salute," a feature 
of WBUR-FM, paid tribute to W In 
Chester High School on February 
26, at 8:30 p. m. "The Inferior 
Secondary School . . . Fact or 

Fiction" was the topic under dis- 
cussion. 

The four participating panelists 
selected by Mr. Morse from his 
speech classes were Ann Cumming, 
Elizabeth Fisher, Kathleen McCar- 
thy, and Phyllis Rutter. The mod- 
erator of the half-hour discussion 
was a Boston University senior 
Bruce Whitney. 

Prior to the discussion period, 
each of the participants expressed 
her views on the subject. Emphasis 
was placed on the need of more ac- 
celerated classes, a national stan- 
dard for diplomas, a more concen- 
trated curriculum, and the neces- 
sity for a change in the attitude of 
our nation toward intellectual 
achievement. 

It was agreed upon that the two 
greatest weaknesses of the Second- 
ary School are the need for nation- 
wide standards throughout all 
schools and for accelerated classes. 
The American School’s greatest 
strength, as stated by Kathleen 
McCarthy, is its goal: the creation 
of a patriotic and responsible cit- 
izen, an industrious, self-reliant, 
individual equipped with the know- 
ledge and skills essential to making 
his own way in the world at what- 
ever level of activity his talents 
permit. 

The arguments presented hy the 
student panel were frequently sup- 
plemented by statements of noted 
authorities. What is the proper 
perspective of science and mathe- 
matics in the high school curricu- 
lum? An answer to this question 
brought to light a recent statement 
by the Educational Policy Commis- 
sion that survival in this age may 
be staked in science, but the build 
ing of peace calls for knowledge, 
insights, and abilities of many 
kinds.

Association was held Tuesday] 
evening, March 4, in the Music 
Room of the High School. Coffee 
was served by Mrs. Theodore E. 
Burleigh, Jr., assisted by Mrs. Hol- 
lis Nickerson. 

Analyzing Modern Masters” was 
the subject of the evening present- 
ed by Tom O’Hara, a graduate of 
the Rhode Island School of Design 
and now an .assistant professor at 
the Mass.

As Mr. O’Hara uses his 
art in the commercial field he com- 
pared the technique used in adver- 
tising with that of contemporary 
art. He advised his interested au- 
dience when viewing contemporary 
painting to look for design rather 
than subject matter.

With the accomplish- 
ment of additional territory, the j 
employees of the M.T.A. could then 
demand $5.00 per hour, with two ! 
months vacation and retirement at 
full pay after ten years of service 
with tile trustees receiving a salary 
of $‘25,000 each. Believe mo, this 
may sound funny at this reading, 
but will certainly be a reality at the 
rate the M.T.A. is functioning!

Mr. Russell Johnson, N.K. Peace

Occupation in this terminology, 
perhaps your vision of yourself, 
j your family, and your home i 
clouded by your attitudes towards 
your job, and possibly your apti- 
tudes.

The federal, state, and local gov- 
ernments have long recognized the 
value of career homemakers as an 
essential source for perpetuating 
a happy, healthy, prosperous na- 
tion. To this end, they have set 
a ide tax funds to he used for the 
education of homemakers. Under 
the Agricultural Extension Service, 
the Home Demonstrations Depart- 
ment was formed to assist home- 
maker-, j 11 : t as the related 4-H 
Clubs train young people and the 


farm department works for the eco- 
nomic betterment of farm families. 

Middlesex County is presently 
staffed with three home econo- 
mists, called home agents,, bring- 
ing accurate, current information 
in all areas of hoinenmking to fam- 
ilies in this county. By their articles 1 
in newspapers, radio broadcasts, 
television programs, and direct, 
teaching, they offer homemaker- a 
ready source for homemaking in 
format ion. 

Homemakers in many tow n 1 
throughout this county have form- 
ed local groups which meet regu- 


: larly, often in homes, to take ad- 
vantage of the Home Extension 
: Service program. The county home 
I agent or a state specialist presents 
a program requested by such a 
group from topics related to home- 
makers’ interest. Once such a group 
i organized, it may send one of its 
members to classes held at the 
county office in Concord to receive 
t raining in any one of the scheduled i 
projects. The leader then teaches j 
the project informally to her group. ] 

There are no dues or membership 1 
requirements involved in Home Ex- 
tension. The purpose of this public 1 


service is to offer homemakers an 
opportunity to gnin knowledge and 
develop skills necessary to equip 
them selves to cope with the myriad 
demands of career homemaking. If 
you are interested in getting to- 
gether with other homemakers and 
haring career experiences, and 
learning from trained leaders, cal!

Most cities and many towns rais- 
ed their teachers' salaries immedi- 
ately after the legislature’s action, 
and the increase from $3,000 to 
$3,300 had the result of raising 
school salaries all along the line.

WHERE WERE THE PARENTS! 


It is interesting to note last week’s announcement by State Comdr. 
Francis I,. Sweeney of Fall River that the Department of Massachusetts, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, will conduct its annual convention for 1953 
without requesting funds either from the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts or from any city for that purpose. This statement is sure to he 
applauded hy all those favoring economy in state government and is 
sure to make many new friends for the Vets. 

While six percent more of the town’s voters went to the polls last 
week than voted a year ago, the total, 35 percent of the electorate, is 
hardly impressive. Even contests for selectmen and school committee, 
usually magnets for voters in the past, failed to get them out this year. 
Or did too many people mistakenly believe there were no contests in 
these important brackets. Mow many times town meeting orators have 
referred unctiously to “a town like Winchester" when attempting to 
justify an appropriation or wanted action. The vote on Monday for 
"a town like Winchester" can justify little community pride in the 
interest of the community residents in the most important civic duty 
for all of us. the right and privilege of exercising our franchise at the 
polls. 

That was a nice party the Winchester Youth Council held l.ist 
Saturday evening after the Winchester-Natick basketball game in the 
Garden. Previous parties after games have been held at the Crawford 
Memorial and Unitarian Churches, the purpose of them being to pro- 
vide a place for the high school pupils to meet and enjoy themselves. 

The Youth Council grew out of discussions by members of a social 
studies class at high school of the hoys' and girls’ need for places to 
go and things to do over week ends that will keep them occupied, happy 
and out of trouble. The council members propose to provide such 
places and activities as a contribution to building better school citizens 
and better public relations between the youngsters and the town. 

The Star applauds the council’s thinking and wishes it every success 
in its endeavors. It is a long step in the right direction to see youth 
itself doing something about the youth problem.

The Committee on Constitutional Raw at recent State House hear- 
ings heard pleas to strengthen local government traditions embodied in 
two proposed constitutional amendments sponsored hy Robert I*. Cramer 
j(D) of Williamstown and the Massachusetts Federation of Tax Payers. 

Roth home rule proposals have been film! in previous years with wide- 
; spread support. 

One of the measures would prevent the legislature from passing a 
j special local law affecting a particular city, town or district, unless the 
petition had the prior approval of the local governmental unit affected. 
The second proposal would prohibit the legislature from passing any 
1 law that would add costs to the communities involved without either 
local consent or provision for the state to assume the added costs. The 
latter proposal would also restrict the power of the General Court to 
enact laws providing further exemptions from the local property tax, 
with resulting loss of local revenues, without at the same time reim- 
bursing this loss. 

Winchester may well watch the progress of these proposed amend- 
ments to the state constitution. Many close followers of state legis- 
lative affairs have remarked a growing tendency to side-step local 
governmental authorities hy direct appeal to the state legislature. 

According to Leo I). Houthillier, legislative counsel for the Tax 
Havers Federation, the state legislature last year enacted 773 meas- 
ures of which 223 involved some issue pertinent to a single city or town. 
In other words nearly .'10 percent of the entire legislation enacted by last 
year’s legislature involved matters, a vast majority of which could have 
more appropriately been decided by the local communities affected. 

The Tax Havers Federation contends that the proposed constitution- 
al amendments promise a two-fold benefit. Adoption should greatly 
ease the burden of the legislature by reducing the large number of 
local hills filed annually, in recent years an average of 500 or GOO. 
Equally important is the fact that protection would he provided 
cities and towns from legislation favoring special groups or individuals 
at the expense of the local community.

the past several years. We would 
like to bring this to their attention 
at this time. 

In 1950 the Town put in the 
sewer in Ridge street from High 
street close to the Woburn line. 

Two small tanks were put in to re- 
ceive the sewerage until Johnson 
road should be built to carry it into 
the Town’s system. As the homes 
increased in this area, these tanks 
were insufficient to cope with the 
problem and sewerage has been 
seeping into the brook and swamp 
on our property. This has been a 
menace to the health of the com- 
munity to say nothing of the un- 
pleasant situation caused hy the 
odor of the exposed sewerage. 

Last fall a temporary pump was 
put in to pump the sewerage over 
the West Side hill, but it is only 
temporary and not the quietest of 
apparatus to the nearest neighbors. 

We need a permanent pumping sta- 
tion at the further end of Johnson 
road extension before tliis one 
ceases to operate. 

There is also another problem. 

The people in the Cox estate area 
are beginning to have trouble with 
their cesspools and septic tanks. 
Seepage from these would again 
contaminate the swamp and brook. 

In this age of automatic washing 
machines, garbage disposals and de- 'V 1 ' 0 1 
tergents, cesspools and septic tanks 1 H s ‘ 
are not the answer to the sewerage 
problem. We need Johnson road 
extension to carry the sewer line j 
from this area into the system. 

We are sure that if the towns- 
people and the town meeting mem- 
bers rightly understand the prob- 
lem with which we are faced in this

Article 23 in the Warrant asks 
Town Meeting to authorize the 
School Committee to establish and 
maintain state-aided vocational 
education in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 74 of the 
General Laws. 

Although the Finance Committee 
lias recommended unfavorable ac- 
tion on this article, the Advisory 1 
Committee on Adult Education be- 
lieves that all the factors may not 
have been considered and that Win- 
r should take advantage of 
state aid for the practical art 
courses. This advisory committee, 
composed of six citizens serving i 
without pay, believes the following ! 
facts are pertinent to a decision on 
this problem: 

1. The cost of operating the va- 
rious practical arts courses is 
about $10 per term per stu- 
dent ($9.80, based on the; 
present year’s operation). 

2. Of the above cost, the present j 
payment by the student is a ; 
$5 registration fee. The other ! 
half of the cost is borne hy the 
town. 

3. If the town authorizes State 
Aid, the State will under the

TAXES IMPORTANT 
TO RENT PAYERS! 

"Tenants who will soon be com- 
plaining about new rent increases 
caused by soaring tax rates in our 
' 351 cities and towns can do some, 
j thing to protect their pocket-books 
if they act now,” said Rertrnm A. 
Druker, President of the Massachu- 
setts Real Estate .Association. 

"They can attend their town 
j meetings or city budget hearings 
I and join hands with the property 


owner and the business man in 
their fight to keep tax rates from 
reaching the confiscatory level," 
Druker pointed out. 

"Too many tenants still fail to 
realize that they pay taxes, too," 
he continued. "They are the low 
men on the totem pole, the ultimate 
consumer to whom tax increases 
are inevitably passed fin. They 
sometimes pay more taxes propor- 
tionately than does the homeowner . 
and should be deeply concerned i 
about our skyrocketing tax rates. ! 

"Tenants have over the years, 


had the feeling that if the tax 
situation in their community be- 
comes too had they could move 
elsewhere. This feeling allowed 
them to ignore the addition of lux- 
ury items and frills to town or city 
budgets. At recent hearings on the 
Sales Tax Bills and other hills de- 
signed to give real estate some re- 
lief, tenants were conspicuous by 
their absence, although their pock- ! 
etbook and jobs will be affected," 
Druker went on to say. 

"In past years, too few rent pay- 
ers have attended town meetings 


or city budget hearings I oo often 
when they did attend it was to ad- 
vocate increased spending, often 
on luxury projects. 

"Now," said Druker, "they must, 
realistically fare the facts of life 
regarding taxes on real estate. 
There i - no place left in Massachu- 
,,. u , to hide from tuxes. Most 
cvci v city and town again faces a 
stiff *ta>. jump. Too many conmiu- 
rutic • a j. ( > near to, or will go over, 
the $100 confiscatory tax level this 
year. 

"Today," Druker explained, "the 


overall consumer dollar measured 
by 1939 purc hasing power is worth 
only S. 19. The food dollar is worth 
only $. ll, 'flic rent dollar has de-

The rent dollar buys $.23 or 56 'T 
more than does your food dollar, i 
The tenant can retain this 5fi r ; ad- ’ 
vantage in purchasing power and ' 
prevent rent increases only by join- i 
ing the property owner in his light i 
to stabilize mx rents. 


“All voters exciting their in- 


fluence this month in town meet- 
ing-' or at City Hall should remem 
her that a healthy business section 
pays a large part of school costs 
and other services and good off- 
street metered parking pays for it- 
self in maintaining a sound high 
tax paying business section,” Dru- 
ker pointed out. 

"If a program of housing for the 
elderly is being considered in your 
community," he continued, “make 
sure it is a federally aided pro- 
gram: otherwise, you will be ‘sock- 
ed twice’ to pay for it by taxation 


at both state and federal levels. 

"If tenants will only become ns 
tax conscious as business men and 
homeowners, they can save on their 
very heavy, although indirect, tax 
bill,” concluded Druker.

AAA ADVISES CHILDREN 
TO PLAY AWAY FROM TRAFFIC 


The child who uses the street as 
a playground is practicing a dan- 
gerous game, warns Richard W. 
Hoover, Safety Director for the 
American Automobile Association’s 
Massachusetts Division. 

“Eleven per cent of all school- 
age children killed or injured in 
traffic during 195<» were playing in 
the roadway,” said Hoover. “The 
figure for school age children dur- 
ing the same period reached 17 per 
cent." 

The AAA official emphasized 
that the majority of these acci- 
dents could have been prevented, if 
the youngsters involved had confin- 
ed their playing to supervised play- 
ground areas or to their own yards. 

A safety poster on this theme is 
now being distributed to schools in 
Massachusetts as part of the reg 
ular monthly safety education pro- 
gram of the Massachusetts Div- 
ision AAA. Hoover urged children 
to heed the poster’s advice, “Play 
Away from Traffic," and called on 
parents to sec that they do so. 

“In many cases, the youngster 
who plays in the street has not been 
sufficiently warned against it by his 
parents. It is, therefore, the re 
sponsibility of parents to emph- 
asize the danger of this practice," 
he said. 

The poster design, a first prize 
winner in the American Automobile 
Association’s 1957 National Traffic 
Safety Poster Contest, was created 
by Denni Rivette, a ninth-grade 
student at Goodrich Junior High 
School, Akron, Ohio. It was se- 
lected by a nationally-known board 
of judges for reproduction and dis 
tribution by AAA Motor Clubs 
throughout the nation.

Would you bclivvo thi.t throe out 
of five adult Americans have rood 
no book other than the Rible during 
the past year; that although half 
the nation's adult live ’ ithin a 
mile of a public library only one 
in ten goes inside; that only seven- 
teen percent of these adults are in 
the process of reading a hook at the 
present moment 

These somewhat startling sta- 
tistics are fact- released by the 
National Hook Committee and the 
A m e r i c a n Library A soeiation, 
sponsors of the first National Li- 
brary Week. They indicate that nl- 


loiigh we live in a very eompii- 
Ited and difficult time, when we 
lust be well informed if we are to 
survive, We have not, as a nation, 
formed the habit of reading. 

The purpose of National Library 
Wei k is to make our fortunate citi- 
zens aware of the vast free treas- 
ure which is available to them 
through our libraries, and to help 
em learn to use it at full eapaeity. 
In our own state of Massachu- 
setts 395 serve our 351 cities and 
towns. Ninety per cent of these 
libraries arc in smaller towns, two 
hundred and ten in towns of less 
than five thousand population. Fif- 
ty-five per rent cent of the 395 li- 
braries are open less than eighteen 
hours per week, and forty-four per 
cent spend less than $1000 per year 


for new hooks, i. e., about 2oo vol- 
umes a year. The hook circulation 
figures for the state indicate that 
library books circulate at the aver- 
age rate of fi.fi books per capita, 
contrasted with an average rate 
of 9.5 books per capita in Winches- 
ter. 

The citizens of Winchester use 
their library facilities to a greater! 
extent than most communities in 
the state and nation. Some 179,000 
hooks and magazines were circu- 
lated in 1957, an increase of 7 perj 
cent over 1950. There are now fi'2,- ! 
900 volumes in the library, or about j 
three books for each person in the 
town. Each of these books circu- 
lates an average of three times per 
year. In 1957, a net of 1359 new 
books were added to the collection.! 


more were purchased, but some old 
books were discarded. The number 
of registered borrowers now stands 
at 1 0,748, up 12 per cent from Inst, 
year. This figure represents over 57 
per cent of our population of 18,577. 
Circulation during the past, year 
has been at the rate of 18 books per 
registered borrower. We have a 
good record, hut there are still 
many of our citizens who are miss- 
ing out on one of the world’s great 
sources of entertainment and per- 
sonal enrichment, an activity that 
can be practiced almost anywhere 
and at any age. 

\\ hat is being done in Winchester 
to call attention to our library and 
its place in the community as a 
cultural center? A citizens commit 
tec for National Library Week has 


been formed. During flip coming 
week the committee will place ex- 
hibits' in the windows of Filene’s 
and McCormack's Apothecary and 
at certain other points around the 
town. Cooperation is being sought 
from the schools and churches to 
carry the library’s message to their 
children and adults. Two special 
story hours are being scheduled 
at the library during the week for 
the younger children, and an ad of 
intereste to persons having overdue 
books appears elsewhere in this 
paper. 

Let us take time this week to 
think of our library and what it 
means to us nnd to our community. 
What a comfort it is to know the 
library is there ready for us when 
we need the answer to a question, 


when we need to find out which 
automatic clothes dryer or auto- 
mobile is the la t buy, or when we 
just want to escape from our busy 
everyday life into a new, unfamiliar 
world. Let. us also make it a point 
to visit our library at least once 
during this coming week to browse 
around and see how many things 
there are which capture our inter- 
est. It will provide an opportunity 
to see how our library is being 
changed to provide bettor service 
and to learn in detail from our li- 
brarian what is planned for the 
future.

Andrews Guest Speaker 

Program chairman Paul Mulloy

Drinking immod- 
erately by elders in the home, in 
the sight of youngsters, bad com- 
panions, young people out at un- 
reasonable hours, parents ignorant 
of where, or with whom their chil- 
dren are, indecent movies and 
hooks and magazines were all cited 
emphatically by the speaker as de- 
terrents. 

As a remedy the speaker recom- 
mended inviting youngster’s com- 
panions into their home and sup- 
porting their activities, with the 
added requisite of "family prayer.” 
Emphasis was placed also on high 
school study application so impor- 
tant for possible college entrance. 

The speaker urged that young- 
sters he allowed to select their own 
vocation in life, and closed with the 
thought that home environment is 
all important in this problem of 
delinquency. 

A (piestion and answer period 
followed the address which the 
young man handled with marked 
ability and poise. 

General regret was expressed 
over the announcement of the 
death of George Govoni on the 
morning of the meeting.

18-YEAR-OLD-MEN MUST 
REGISTER WITH DRAFT BOARD 

Although young men have no 
; liability for military service under 
the Draft Act until they reach age 
19 and presently are not being 
drafted until they are over 22 years 
old, they nevertheless must regis- 
ter within 5 days following their 
18th birthday, as required by law. 

This reminder was issued today 
by Frederic L. Nyhan. Masssachu- 
sett> State Director of Selective 
Service, because of reports reach- 
ing him from local draft boards 
that many youths were not signing 
up within the period fixed by law. 

Nyhan said he believed the late 
registrations were due to a misun- 
derstanding or unawareness of the 
requirements of the law lather 
than an intent to violate it and ex 
pressed the hope that parents of 
boys approaching age 18 would see 
to it that their sons discharge their 
registration obligation on time. 

The State Director explained 
that a young man away from home 
for any reason need not return 
home to register. 

"He may sign up at any local 
hoard office nearest to him and his 
registration record will be forward- 
ed to the local board having juris- 
diction over his home address,” 
Nyhan concluded.

Opening Session Of Town Meeting 
Held Last Mondag Evening 


One hundred and eighty-nine of the town’s 222 town meeting 
members managed to dispose of eight of the 50 articles in the current 
warrant at the opening session of Winchester's Limited -Town Meeting 
Monday night in the Memorial Auditorium of the high school. Rep. 
Harrison Chadwick presided as moderator and the invocation was made 
by the Rev. Wesley Mnllery, assistant at the First Congregational 
Church. 

Under the very first article the meeting tackled the supposedly 
controversial question of accepting the recommendations of the town 
meeting committee, the members of which had been studying the local 
town meeting act for the past year in an effort to shorten both the 
individual sessions and the over-all meetings. 

There was little dissent from the 
recommendations of the committee, 
which were briefly that (1) the 
town meetings shall he governed 
by Robert's Rules of Order, instead 
of Cushing's Manual, (2) no vote 
shall be reconsidered except by a 
two-thirds vote, this being differ- 
ent from the provisions of Robert's 
Rules; (3) upon a motion to lay 
‘ on the table, or the previous ques- 
tion, not more than ten minutes

: person shall speak more than three 
; minutes; (4) if a motion is sus-

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EDITORIALS 

There are two phases «>f our town meetings that nrH attention 
ami neither fell within the orliit of the committee that studied the 
streamlining of meetings during the past year. 

Some sort of check on the attendance of town meeting members 
within thi' meeting should be devised if possible. Altogether too many 
delegates are leniing at the intermission, whenever it chances to he, 
and others drift out from time to time until the empty seats within the 
charmed circle become pretty apparent. 

It is just as important to bale .» representative vote on articles 
considered late in a meeting as it is to have everyone pass on the first 
nrticles to come up. The meetings are late, and often tiresome, hut no 
one is drafted to serve as town meeting member, and those who do not 
want to remain through meetings should not offer themselves for elec- 
tion as precinct delegates. 

Another matter of equnl importance that needs attention is the 
voice votes of non-memhers seated in the rear of the hall. When a 
polled vote has a difference of some Ift. after a voice vote close enough 
to cause doubt in the mind of the moderator, it is pretty apparent that 
more than the precinct delegates are getting in on the ayes and noes! 
Either that or some of those who raised their voices one way didn’t care 
to raise their bodies on the same side of the question when a public vote 
was called for. 

The whole matter of voting is something that might well he con- 
sidered. There are those who have long believed that secret ballots 
should he used on the really controversial questions, such as those in- 
volving large appropriations or matters on which feelings are known 
to run high. 

It may or may not be significant, that in Winthrop, where the ques- 
tion of a raise to police and firemen was decided by secret ballot, the 
proposed raise was defeated. We do not say that a secret ballot would 
have killed any pay raise for town employees; nor do we say it should 
have. We do, however, wonder how the finance committee’s four per- 
cent amendment would have fared if no one knew how the delegates 
i oted. 

Incidentally, it just happened that reports of Monday’s town meet- 
ings in Arlington. Winchester and Winthrop appeared side by side in 
one of the Host on papers. In Arlington the meefing defeated the finance 
committee’s recommendation for a three percent pay raise, supporting 
the personnel board’s request for four percent. 


In \\ inchester the meeting took a similar action, hut was more gen- 
erous, raising the pay increase from four to six percent. In Winthrop, 
where the voting was in secret, there was no raise at all. 

Older residents of the town will watch with interest the attempt 
to change the name of McCall road to Myopia Hill road. ’’Sam" McCall, 
for whom the road is named, comes pretty near to having been Win- 
chester's most prominent resident, with his years of service in the 
United States Congress and his record as a war-time governor of 
Massachusetts. 

It would seem there should be some rather strong reason for re 
moving his name from the private way located so near his late home 
on Myopia Hill. From the strictly local angle there is a lot more 
Winchester sentiment for McCall than for Myopia, which dates hack 
to the days when the Myopia Hunt Club was located in Winchester 
and chose its name because a number of its members wore glasses.

The moderator believed it wasn’t necessary to read these statistics, 
and Mr. Hew is, who admitted that he knew what they were, was the 
only one who publicly, at least, thought he ought to! How many of 
the other town meeting members knew what they were is conjectural. 

The information was available to them before the meeting but from 
the way they acted it didn’t appear that many had digested it.

I pie. They live in their ancestral 
| way along the rivers that provide 
i most of Sarawak’s communication. 

One House Village 
i Bach settlement is a single long- 
house set on stilts, with separate 
i rooms for each family along one 
I side. A communal space runs the 
I length of the building on the other 
side like a village* street. As many 
as BO families may occupy one 
longhouse. 

Before the practice was stamped 
out by the English rulers, known 
as White Rajas, the Dyaks were 
head-hunters. Skulls of long-de- 
eeased enemies ornament their 
dwellings to this day. If the 
trophies clearly date from the time 
before the custom became illegal, 
the tribesmen can keep them. 

There was one exception to the 
rule. When the Japanese occupied 
Sarawak during World War II, the 
Dyaks revived head-hunting. Skulls 
of unlucky Japanese soldiers are 
prized relics today. 

Totaling about 213,000, the Sea 
Dyaks arc the largest group in the 
varied population of Sarawak. Sec- 
ond is the Chinese community of 
1(57,000, most of whom are shop- 
keepers or farmers. There are also 
some 95,000 Malays and small mim- 
bers of Land Dyaks and other 
tribesmen.

FOR THE BLIND 


KIMBALL REPORT 

Sl’M MARY OF WINCHESTER 
SECONDARY SCHOOL 
POPULATION 

In the years between 1952 and 
! 1957 the number of students in the 
Winchester Junior and Senior High 
Schools increased from 1 138 to 
1577. During the next ten years 
1 this enrollment will almost certain- 
ly rise to 1955, and may reach 2566. 
By 1982, 25 years from now, it will 
be between 2176 and 3075. The 
ultimate population of these 
! schools will be between 2366 and 
3454. 

Two factors have been respons- 
ible for this growth, and can be 
expected to cause the growth to 
continue. One is building construc- 
tion. In I960 there were in Win- 
chester 4214 dwelling units. Since 
then 879 new dwelling units have 
I been added. 

Mr. Allen Benjamin, in his report 
to the Winchester Planning Board, 
I has made a careful survey of the 
room left in Winchester for hous- 
| ing construction, and has concluded 
that the number of dwelling units 
I will eventually reach nt least 6805, 
! and may go as high as 8040. 

How rapidly these houses will he 
j constructed depends on economic 
conditions, but looking ahead 25 
| years or more there is little doubt 
that the minimum will be reached, 
j Each new dwelling unit brings with 
lit a new family and with the fam- 
I ilies com * school children. 

In addition to this reason for 
j growth there is another. At the 
i present time the average Winches- 
ter family has 1.27 children. The 
families moving into the new 
i houses, those built since 1950, are 
larger. They average 1.45 children 
j per family. 

But this is not nil. Since 1950, 
(1122 dwelling units have changed 


I hands. The families which have 
i moved into these dwelling units are 
! still larger. They average 1.82 
children per famliy. It would seem 
j that the families moving to Win- 
i Chester are larger than those they 
I replace. 

If this trend continues, the ntim- 
I her of children in Winchester will 
j grow more rapidly than the num- 
ber of families. The number of 
children per family could grow 
from the present 1.27 to as many 
as 2.0. If this should happen, the 
school population would increase by 
nearly 60' v , even if no new hous- 
ing were built in the town. 

At the other extreme, let us sup- 
pose that as housing changes hands 
I in the future, the new families 
| which move in are smaller. It 
i would be unreasonable to assume 
; that these would have fewer thnn 
I the present average of 1.27 children 
| per family. In that case the large 
families already in town would 
cause a temporary rise in the aver- 
age number of children per family, 
| which would be followed by a grad- 
| ual decline. 

The calculations quoted at the 
beginning of this summary are 
j shown in Tables 1 and 2. In Table 
1 a maximum estimate is made by 
! assuming that new housing is built 
I at a rate which at first is the same 
i as that for the past five years, and 
j then tapers off to the maximum es- 
timate made by Mr. Benjamin. It 
| is also assumed that the new fam- 
ilies moving into Winchester are of 
the type which has moved in during 
the past five years. 

In Table 2 a minimum estimate is 
made by taking a minimum build- 
ing rate (less than half the rate for 
j the past five years), together with 
I the assumption that the new fam- 
ilies coming into Winchester are as 
i small as the present average. 

In both cases, it is assumed that 
the same fraction of the children 
will attend secondary school as at 
I present.

The March meeting of the An- 
tiques Study Group was held in the 
Rich Room of the Library on Tues- 
day evening of this week. Mr. Clar- 
ence Blake gave a talk on early 
blown decanters, illustrating it 
with examples from his collection. 

lie showed three main kinds: the 
Stiegel type, started in a mold and 
then expanded; blown and shaped 
without a mold; and three-mold. 
One of the oldest and rarest on ex- 
hibition was a South Boston de- 
canter of the second kind with sev- 
eral applied chains of glass laid 
in rings around the bottle. 

There was a variety of the three- 
mold type in ribbed, sunburst and 
waffle patterns. The stopples in 
themselves were found to be worthy 
of careful study. Mr. Blake pointed 
out the difference between old de- 
canters and the modern product 
that attempts to imitate it. 

A discussion of paperweights 
was hold, the speaker calling at- 
tention to the fact that paper- 
weights arc not blown glass. The 
members were very much interest- 
ed in seeing the Blake collection 
and having the opportunity to ex- 
amine the examples closely.

Mr. Hewis then arose to a point of 
order, stating that since the new 
rules cannot apply until five days 
after the dissolution of the current 
meeting and then only after the 
attorney general has ruled upon 
them, the meeting is out of order 
in permitting town officers and com- 
mittee heads ten minutes speaking 
time while denying others more 
than five minutes. He felt that oth- 
er deviations from Cushing had 
been made and reiterated his point 
of order. 

The Moderator ruled against his 
point of order and the meeting pro- 
ceeded to its consideration of the 
budgets. 

Mr. Dolan asked that the select- 
men’s budget, first on the list, be 
postponed until aftar the usual in- 
termission midway through the 
meeting. A similar postponement 
was asked for the budget, highways 
and bridges. Both requests were 
granted.

TOWN MEETINGS ARE 
NEW ENGLAND INSTITUTION 


(The following article is reprint- ! 
j ed from the Match 1958 "New Eng- 
lander" magazine. While Win- [ 
i Chester’s Town Meeting is the lim- j 
ited type, it is a growth from the i 
same origin.)

The New England town meeting 
has been called the “purest form of 
democracy.’’

satisfaction in Charlestown and 
Boston. 

At any rate, the first meetings 
were held well over 300 years ago 
—in late 1634 and early 1635. Anil 
they have remained largely a New 
England institution ever since, 
even though the rest of the country 
has often been urged to adopt them 
(by Massachusetts-horn Sen. Doug- 
las of Illinois among others) as 
the best way to distill public 
opinion when issues become con- 
fused. 

Of course, town meetings have 
"grown up" since those early days. 
The modern town warrant (schcd- 
u 1 e of proposed enactments) 
would have been a puzzlement to 
the early settlers. Some of the 
larger towns (notably Brookline, 
Mass.) have had to elect represen- 
tatives to their town meetings to 
keep them manageable. 

But others cling slavishly to old 
customs. A few even keep their 
men on the left and the women on 
the right in deference to the day 
when there was threat of Indian 
attack und guns were stacked near 
the menfolk. 

How many people govern and are 
governed by these town meetings ? 
In New England, a generous slice 
of the entire population — over 40 
per cent. 

Latest stastistics show 4,291,240 
persons reside in towns or town- 
ships (some of them are called 
plantations in Maine and locations 
in New Hampshire). 

There are 1,417 communities in 
the region that hold at least one 
town meeting annually — and some 
of them considerably more as the 
warrants get longer and longer. 
Maine has the most: 471. Massa- 
chusetts, the birthplace, has 312 
offspring. Other state totals: Ver- 
mont. 238; New Hampshire, 222; 
Connecticut, 152; Rhode Island. 32. 

All accounts would indicate that 
turnouts this year were high and 
the major issues to he decided had 
the settings they deserve. Few 
states tabulate total attendances at 
town meetings, but Vermont came 
up with a figure of 80,000 for its 
1958 showing. 

But the spirit’s the thing, not the 
statistic. When you hear the cry 
of “Mr. Moderator. Lend an ear,” 
you know you are hearing New 
England in action.

TO HEAD VETS IN '58 


i Included among the 18 articles voted upon at the third session of the 
New I annual town meeting last Monday evening in the high school auditorium 
To were proposals to build six roads, renovate the town hall and the library, 
clear the Aberjona River and consider the sites for a new school. The 
Rev. Robert A. Storer offered the opening prayer. 

— — j One of the most startling mo- 
ments of the evening came when 
Rep. Harrison Chadwick, modera- 
tor, ordered Arthur Hewis removed 
from the meeting. Mr. Hewis had 
been objecting to the time limit of 
10 minutes which was allowed com- 
mittee heads in presenting their 
reports, while other speakers were 
only given 5 minutes. Mr. Chad- 
wick ruled Mr. Hewis out of order 
and when he refused to yield the 
floor he ordered that Mr. Hewis he 
removed by Sgt. Edward F. Bowler. 

Articles 10, 11 and 12 were pass- 
ed without comment, establishing 
authority to use part of the ceme- 
! tery fund for Wildwood Ceme- 
j tery, setting the term of the 
director of county aid to agricul- 
ture at three years and delegating 
the appointment of eight measurers 
of wood and bark to the selectmen. 

Articles 13 and 11 were consider- 
ed together since they both were 
concerned with the use of Chapter 
90 funds from the state for high- 
ways. John Dolan, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, told the meet- 
ing that these funds could be used 
for the completion of Johnson road. 
The state and county will pay, un- 
der this law. 75c on every dollar for 
the construction of roads connect- 
ing towns. Mr. Dolan said that if 
Chapter 90 aid is not accepted now 
it might be difficult to get it later 
and that the county could order th** 
completion of Johnson road at the 
town’s expense. The meeting ac- 
cepted the articles and authorized 
the project. 

The hu ild ing of new town ways 
was the subject of Articles 15, 16. 
li and 18. Article 16, the building 
of Cox road, was indefinitely post- 
poned hut the town authorized the 
building of Wright street, Holly- 
wood road, Bushcliff Terraco. Saw- 
mill Brook road, Polk road and Ra- 
vine road. 

With favorable action on Article 
19 the town voted to discontinue 
a portion of the layout of Swanton 
street temporary way and return 
the area to its former status with 
the exception of a portion retained 
as a town way to the disposal area. 
Mr. Joseph Tansey suggested at 
this point that it might be well to 
have charts and maps available at 
meetings in order that the members 
might know just which areas the 
latitudes and longitudes refer to.

YOUR HEART 


What does your diet have to do 
with your heart ? 

A new leaflet, “What We Know 
! About Diet and Heart Disease,” 
j summarizing ni e d i c a 1 science’s 
knowledge in this vital field, was 
! issued today by the American 
Heart Association for distribution 
here by the Massachusetts Heart 
Association. 

The leaflet — free of charge as a 
Heart Association service — was 
prepared in answer to mnny in- 
quiries from the public. One of the 
knottiest of all medical problems — 
and the subject of scores of re- 
search studies— is the relation be- 
tween fat and heart disease, and 
this aspect is given special atten- 
tion in the leaflet. 

But, as the leaflet emphasizes, it 
has not been proved that these 
fatty substances in the arteries are 
connected with the fat in our food. 
No recommendation can be made 
therefore that the general public 
cut down on fats as a means of pre- 
venting heart attacks. 

This does not rule out, however, 
the prescription of special low-fat 
diets for individuals under regular 
medical care. 

Low fat diets may also he 
prescribed for persons who are 
overweight. Overweight, the leaf- 
let stresses, adds to the work of the 
heart and is a health hazard wheth- 
er or not a person has heart dis- 
ease. 

Also discussed in "What Wo 
Know About Diet and Heart Dis- 
ease” is the relation between so- 
dium and cardiovascular disorders. 
Sodium is present in almost every- 
thing we eat, most commonly as 
table salt. In persons with some 
types of cardiovascular disease, 
doctors often reduce sodium in the 
diet to help prevent fluid accumu- 
lations. 

The leaflet concludes by caution- 
ing heart patients to keep these 
five points in mind: 

1. “Good general nutrition is im- 
portant for all.” Eat a varied, well 
balanced diet and consult your 
physician when in doubt about 
what you should eat. 

2. “Keep your weight normal.” 
Your doctor can tell you what is 
normal for you. 

3. “Do not put yourself on a spe- 
cial diet." You may not need a 
special diet and it may be harm- 
ful. 

4. “If your doctor has put you on 
a special diet, follow it exactly.” 
In dieting, don’t make exceptions 
or go to extremes. 

5. “Don’t hesitate to usk your 
doctor for help if you have any 
questions about the diet he pre- 
scribs for you.” 

“Your health is much too pre- 
cious to entrust to .any person 
other than your doctor, and your 
body chemistry is much too deli- 
cate for you to tamper with your- 
self,” the AHA leaflet says. “This 
is especially true if you have any 
kind of heart or blood vessel dis- 
ease.”

DORMOUSE OF ALICE'S 
TEA PARTY CARRIES ON 
IN MUCH OF OLD WORLD 

The sleepy dormouse whose nose 
was doused with hot tea at the 
famous Alicc-in-Wonderland tea 
party was no mythical creature out 
of Lewis Carroll’s imagination. 

Though Americans see the en- 
gaging little animal only in zoos, it 
is still very much alive in the Old 
World, where it rates variously as 
: a nuisance or a useful source of 
fur and food. 

The distinguished English poet 
and author, Robert Graves, was re- 
ported on a recent visit to the 
{United States to he wearing a hat 
made of dormouse fur. 

More Like Squirrel 

With velvety coat and hairy or 
I bushy tail, the dormouse looks 
more like a squirrel than a mouse, 
i says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. It belongs to the Muscardi- 
nidae, or Gliridae, branch of the 
big rodent family, and is found in 
England, continental Europe, Asia, 
and Africa. 

The Common Dormouse is only 
about 5 Vi inches long, including 
tail. Larger species barely attain 
eight inches. 

The drowsiness of Alice’s tea- 
time companion was characteristic. 
Hibernating in winter, dormice 
- may sleep as much as six months 
at a time, waking now and then to 
i eat a bit of stored food. 

Dormice are true hibernators. 
Their body temperature, breath, 
and pulse rate drop far below the 
metabolic state maintained by 
| hears and other animals that mere- 
I ly sleep for long periods. 

Dormouse young, however, like 
! human offspring, are less interest- 
| ed in sleep. The youngsters, born 
in -pring and autumn, continue to 
; frisk about for a while before fol- 
I lowing parental example and seek- 
; ing a tree hollow or other shelter 
i for winter retirement. 

When not hibernating, dormice 
sleep during the day and are active 
at night. They spend most of their 
lives in trees and bushes, where 
they build neat round nests of 
leaves. 

They are fond of nuts, seeds, and 
fruits Sitting up on their hnunch- 
es, squirrel-like, thpy eat from 
their forepaws. They have five 
toes and four fingers. 

Roman-banquet Fare 

Dormice have been known from 
ancient days. Aristotle and Pliny 
wrote of them. Fattened on chest- 
nuts, they were served at Roman 
banquets with honey sauce. Their 
fur was believed by some to he 
helpful in treating paralysis and 
ear diseases. 

At various times and places,! 
multiplying hordes of the animals 
have spread out to devastate gar- 
dens and farms. The descendants 
of a few European dormice intro- 
duced on an English estate half a j 
century ago later becfime such 
pests that government and local 
officials joined to help control them. 

Dr William Mann, former di- 
rector of the National Zoological 
Park in Washington, tells of hear- 
ing n’ghtly noises in the rafters of 
an English home where ho was 
staying in 1948. 

Learning that the sounds were 
made by dormice, and remember- 
ing that his zoo had no such ex- 
hibits. he later arranged for a pair 

he shipped across the Atlantic.

Prof. Karl Terzaghi of Robinson 
circle, soil expert at Harvard and 
the University of Illinois, has been 
appealed to by the engineer in 
charge of plans for the erection of 
the $600 million dollar dam which 
Gamel Abdel Nasser hopes to erect 
to harness the waters of the Nile 
at Aswan in Egypt. 

Posing the principal problem for 
the Egyptian engineers is the ex- 
ceedingly soft bed of the Nile. Can 
this soft sandy soil support a 
three-mile stretch of masonry 185 
feet high, with seventeen times the 
bulk of the Great Pyramid of 
Gizeh ? 

The apparent answer is no! You 
can not erect a structure of such 
size and weight on sand. Cleaning 
the sand out and building on rock 
would be the obvious solution, but 
the sandy layers go down 600 feet 
to rock bottom. Nothing daunted 
by Secretary Dulles’ withdrawal of 
United States aid to the project, 
the Egyptians have set up a five 
man hoard of advisory engineers to 
see if a solution can not be worked 
out. 

On one side there is the German 
firm of Johann Keller of West Ger- 
many. It proposes to create a bed 
for the huge dam by jabbing a 
huge steel needle into the Nile. 
From the needle powerful jets of 
pressurized water will he driven 
into the sand until a depth of 100 
feet is reached. 

At this point the needle will 
shake, shimmy and wiggle, in 
theory at least packing the sands 
around it tight and hard. There- 
after concrete is to he pumped 
down into the needle holes and out 
into the sand cracks created by the 
mobile needle. With thousands of

Winchester has been building up 
its water in storage this winter 
and particularly during the last 
two week ends when there were sev- 
eral days of wet heavy snowfall 
mixed with rain. 

On the week end commencing 
Friday, March 14, a total of 2.25 in. 
of rain and snow fell in Winches- 
ter. There were 1.99 in. Friday, 
.19 in. Saturday and .07 in Sunday. 

Commencing last Thursday 1.71 
in. of rain and snow fell; 1.26 in. 
Thursday, .39 in. Friday, and .06 in. 
Saturday. 

Total rain and snowfall for the 
two week ends was 3.96 in. and this 
has brought the amount of water 
in storage in the town’s reservoirs 
to more than 526.08 million gallons, 
which is 15.6 million gallons over 
full reservoirs. 

As of March 17 both the North 
and South Reservoirs were over- 
flowing and the Middle Reservoir 
was down only six inches. On St. 
Patrick’s Day this year Winchester 
had 234.8 million gallons more in 
storage than at the same date in 
1957.

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ROADS; TOWN HALL, 
LIBRARY RENOVATIONS; 
RIVER CLEARANCE VOTED 

(Continued from Pago 1) 


The meeting accepted Article 20 
and set up the renovation of the 
town hall. A total of $18,000 has 
been set aside to install offices in 
the basement under the assessor’s 
offices. A previous meeting turned 
down the request for a new town 
hall, and this article is a step to- 
ward renovation of the present fa- 
cilities. While it may be possible 
to include the board of health and 
school department in the auditori- 
um at a later date, this present step 
will give needed room now and will 
not interfere with the overall plan 
which may be presented later on a 
piecemeal basis. 

Sumner Andrews reported on the 
building committee for the Johnson 
road-Ridge street school. This re- 
port. Article 21, found that school 
facilities on the West Side hill will 
eventually be too small but that 
there is no immediate need for a 
new school. The rate of new con- 
struction on the hill and the number 
of school children in that area did 
not, in the committee’s opinion, 
create an immediate problem. The 
meeting voted that the committee 
be kept in a “watch-dog" capacity. 

Probably th" most lively debated 
article was Number 22, which con- 
cerned the question of building a 
new school. The committee asked 
for $,’1,000 to use in consideration of 
a site for a new junior high school 
outside the center. The building 
committee, whose report was in the 
Star last week, felt that the best 
method of solving the school situa- 
tion was to build a junior high for 
500 pupils outside the center. King- 
man (’ass asked that it be made 
clear that the main reasons the new 
school was recommended rather 
than the connection of the two pres- 
ent schools were educational rather 
than for any reasons connected 
with the blocking of Main street. 
The request was accepted by the 
meeting after much debate. 

Article 23 concerned authoring 
the school committee to establish 
and maintain state-aided vocational 
education. This was turned down in 
1957 and again this year. The ques- 
tion was whether or not the courses 
taught in the adult education pro- 
gram which would qualify for this 
aid were actually vocational cours- 
es as taught in Winchester. 

Under Article 24 the meeting 
voted $27,019 for renovations to 
the library. Nearly a third of this 
amount is to be spent for mainten- 
ance, an expense which has been 
postponed because of the possibility 
of an addition to the building. Un- 
der Article 25 the gift of $1,000 
by the late George H. Eustis for the 
benefit of the library was accepted 
by the meeting. 

The report of the new waterways 
committee was accepted and the 
committee was continued. The town 
also authorized the board of park 
commissioners to dredge and im- 
prove the Aberjona River from 
Swanton street through to the Mill 
Dam Pond and assumed liability 
for all damages incurred during 
this work as required by law. In 
the acceptance of this article, the 
town appropriated $12,500, of which 
$3,700 is to be transferred from the 
unexpended balance of the new 
waterways budget. The state will 
pay for the rest of the work. 

Patrick Foley sought to amend 
the motion, adding that the town 
should remove the top step of the 
Mill Dam near the Converse Bridge. 
The amendment was defeated. John 
Shanahan of the park department 
said that his department felt that 
the dredging of the river would be 
sufficient to alleviate wet cellars in 
the Winter street-Shore road area. 
If dredging is not enough, the town 
could remove the step later at the 
cost of about $2,000. 

The meeting was adjourned at 
10:50 p.m.

TOWN MEETING HELD 

(Continuer! from Page 1) 

Actually, practically all the bud- 
gets were accepter! without debate, 
and it wasn’t until after the 10- 
minute recess period at 9:30 that 
much of any argument occurred. 

Mr. Dolan and Mr. Broadhurst 
explained that an item of $18,000 
in the fire department budget was 
to purchase a new pump to replace 
Engine 3, in service since 1925. 

Air. Ilewis offered a substitute 
motion under the health item, ask- 
ing the same amount as that sought 
by the board of health but seeking 
a breakdown of expense items sub- 
stantially in accordance with the 
itemized budget filed by the board 
with the town accountant. 

In support of his substitute mo- 
tion Mr. (lewis felt that the board, 
and other departments, should he 
limited in their spending to the 
items for which they seek funds 
and to the specific funds asked for 
each item. lie said that the hoard 
of health had not adhered in their 
expenditures to the items in their 
budget as filed with the accountant 
and also they had gone against the 
express vote of the last town meet- 
ing that refused their request for 
an appropriation for a sanitarian. 
He felt that there is too much lee- 
| way in departmental budget items 
and that the money voted depart- 
ments should ho spent for what it 
was appropriated by the voters. 

Mr. Dolan opposed the substi- 
tute motion, so (lid Mr. Greer and 
Dr. Benson, chairman of the board 
I of health, who explained some of 
his departmental budget proced- 
ure, especially the building of a 
burning cage at the town dump 
and the hiring of a part-time san- 
itarian on a contractual basis, stat- 
ing in the latter instance the town 
meeting had denied the hiring of 
a full-time sanitarian, but actually 
had suggested that the board try 
to share such a man with other 
communities on a part-time basis. 
He said, both the town counsel and 
finance committee had concurred in 
the hiring of a part-time sanitarian 
on a contractual basis. 

Mr. Broadhurst for the finance 
committee felt that holding a de- 
partment to expenditures exactly 
in accordance with its budgetary 
estimates could very possibly re- 
sult in larger budgetary requests 
to provide a leeway for emergen- 
cies. He opposed Mr. Hewis’ sub- 
stitute motion which was lost on a 
voice vote. 

Under the planning hoard item 
Mr. Bonnell traced something of 
the history of the planning hoard, 
stating that Winchester was one 
of the first towns in the common- 
wealth to accept the planning 
board act and the only town with 
several cities to be chosen by the 
National Resources Plannintr Board 
for study in connection with long- 
range capital planning. 

He felt that Winchester is the 
town that it is because of the pio- 
neering done by the early mem- 
bers of the planning board and that 
the increased cost of the board’s 
activities, due to the increasing 
complexity of its work, is justified 
by the results obtained. 

Mr. Bonnell mentioned the value 
of subdivision control to the town 
as administered by the planning 
board and explained the need for 
the assistance and value of trained 
experts hired by the board in its 
administration of its planning pro- 
gram. 

After the recess Mr. Dolun asked 
I the meeting to accept the select- 
men’s budget of $17,886, which in- 
cluded money to hire a man to as- 
sist the board and other town de- 
partments at an annual salary of 
$5500. 

The speaker said the board had 
the previous meeting’s 
denying it the right to 
hire such a man as an executive 
secretary under the state statute,

hut stated that the selectmen need 
the help that such a man is expect- 
ed to give and asked the meeting 
to provide the funds to lure him. 

Mr. Dolan assured the meeting 
there would be no delegating of 
selectmen’s authority to the new 
encumbent, but he did stress the 
fact that the hoard needs more 
help in the field of research, coor- 
dinating, visiting other communi- 
ties and generally attending to 
certain multitudinous duties that 
the selectmen, all of whom work 
for a living, cannot find time to 
undertake. 

Mr. Bacon moved to amend the 
motion introduced under the se- 
lectmen’s item, by reducing the 
amount voted from $17,886 to $14,- 
484, reducing the personal service 
item from $11,441 to $8,039, to eli- 
minate the new employee. 

No one spoke in favor of the re- 
duced figure, and both Mr. Brnud- 
hurst and Mr. Bonnell opposed it. 
Mr. Broadhurst stated the finance 
committee, from its personal ex- 
perience, believe such a man as the 
Selectmen propose to hire is vitally 
needed at the town hall, that he will 
help the selectmen to do a much 
better job, and that he will make 
available to the finance committee 
information that will be most help- 
ful and which is now unavailable. 

Mr. Bonnell stated he was op- 
posed to hiring an executive secre- 
tary under state statute, but that 
he was not opposed to granting the 
selectmen all the help they need to 
do their difficult job better. He op- 
posed Mr. Bacon’s amendment. 
None of those who had opposed hir- 
ing the executive secretary at Mon- 
day’s meeting spoke Thursday eve- 
ning and the Bacon amendment was 
lost on a fairly close voice vote, 
considering the amendment’s total 
lack of vocal support. The original 
budgetary figure was then voted. 

The highways budget, postponed 
until after the recess, was consid- 
ered next and passed as presented, 
without debate. 

The final debate of the evening 
came under the $1,336,362 budget 
of the school committee, though 
there was little actual opposition 
to it. 

Mr. Hooper, chairman of the 
school committee, stated that the 
largest item in the budget was for 
personal services and explained 
that a raise had been voted teach- 
ers in advance of town meeting be- 
cause of the fact that the committee 
was finding it virtually impossible 
to attract desirable teachers to 
Winchester under the 1957 pay 
scale anti stop-rate increases. 

The speaker told the meeting 
that at Framingham Normal School 
all of the top half of current grad- 
uates were under contract when 
Winchester went to talk to them, 
and that most experienced teachers 
were no longer interested in what 
Winchester had to ofFer salarywisc. 

Not only was the hiring of teach- 
ers becoming difficult, Mr. Hooper 
said, but several of our good teach- 
ers, especially of high school grade, 
had been approached to leave Win- 
chester and go to other systems. 
The committee hod felt a raise in 
pay was absolutely necessary to 


secure good new teachers, and per- 1 
haps, more important, tt. keep the ; 
better teachers we now have. 

Despite th(> raise to the teachers 
and the hiring of several new tench- 1 
ers the Winchester school budget i 
went up this year only 10 percent j 
as opposed to the 14 percent which 
is the median rise for a largo group 
of cities and towns used for com- i 
pnrison.

elor’s degree will advance from a 
minimum $3800 to a maximum 1

Mr. Hooper said the rniso grant 
ed teachers amounts roughly to 7*^ 
percent, and Mr. Hewis felt that 
the teachers’ raise should be the | 
same six percent the other town 
employees were granted. 

Mr. Carroll asked Mr. Hooper 
to give the exact pay raises the 
teachers are to get under the new 
schedule, not maximums and mini- 
mums or percentages. He was not, 
he said, opposed to the teachers’ 
raises but as a tax payer he felt 
he had a right to know what we are 
paying the teachers. 

Mr. Hooper, after an attempt or 
two to understand just what Mr. 
Carroll wanted, said he did not 
have the figures requested. Mr. Car- 
roll wanted to know why, but did 
not learn. 

Mr. Hewis volunteered to gi%-o 
the figures and did so in some de- 
tail, reiterating his belief that the 
percentage of raise for teachers 
should be reduced from 7 Vi per- 
cent to 6 percent to coincide with 
the other employees’ raise. 

Mr. Twombly prefaced his re- 
marks by stating he is a student of j 
government and especially inter 
ested in civic affairs. He said he 
believed that the school committee, 
despite their sincere convictions, 
had erred in voting a pay raise 
without the sanction of the all- 
supreme town meeting. 

He said he did not oppose the 
teachers’ raise, hut did ask the 

committee’s budget and this done, 
vote back the self-same figures as 
a matter of principle. He made no 
motion and the hanging of the gav- 
el brought an end to his remarks. 
The meeting was calling for the 
question, and the appropriation 
asked by the school committee was 
voted hv a voice vote. The meeting j 
adjourned a minute or two before 
eleven o’clock until Monday eve- 
ning, March 24.

LIBRARY NEWS 


THE BOOK OF POPULAR 
SCIENCE 


To enrich its science collection 
and to keep abreast of recent de- 
velopments in the field, the Public 
Library has recently added to its 
Reference Collection a new edition 
of the “Book of Popular Science.” 

This general science reference 
set contains information not usual- 
ly found in the general encyclope- 
dias and it brings together in one 
place science information which 
could only be found in many scat- 
tered places. In simple language, 
it explains scientific material, tells 
how science influences everyday 
life, and clarifies current scientific 
developments. 

There are ten volumes in the set 
with a general outline of science 
in volume 10. Each volume con- 
tains approximately the same sub- 
ject groups but the subdivisions 
vary in each volume according to 
the aspect of the subject treated. 
The main groups in each volume 
are as follows: 

The Universe — Industry 
The Earth — Transportation 
Plant Life- Communication 
Animal Life— Science through the

Man — Society 

Health — Household Science 

Matter and Energy — Projects and 

Experiments 

The Book of Popular Science will 
promote interest and stimulate 
reading in other science fields for 
the beginner, the budding scientist, 
and for the average student.

Albert M. Horle of 3 Cliff street, 
retired electrical engineer and vet- 
eran nf World War I, died early 
Monday morning, March 24, at the 
Winchester Hospital, following a 
year’s illness.

TOO Bl’SY TO PRAY 


“Of course, I believe in prayer. 
But I’m just too busy,” somebody 
said the other day. I vondet jf 
that doesn’t sum up in one sentence 
what is wrong with our present 
day civilization. We need God, we 
want to pray, hut we’re just too 
busy. 

Well, believe me, if there is no 
room for God in your life, you are 
too busy, and you'd better straight- 
en out your life. 

But, I think that the problem 
with most of us is that we make 
prayer too formal a matter. We 
think that we must take time out 
from living, find a holy place, and, 
as the young people say. “Make 
a production number” >f prayer. 

But God never intended prayer 
to be so formal that we would not 
find time for it. It should be as 
natural and as easy, as breathing 
itself. 

Just this week I have been read- 
ing of the life of General Stonewall 
Jackson, nnd the important pluce 
that prayer held in his life. Here 
is what he said about it: “When we 
take our meals, there is grace. 
When I take a drink of water, I 
always pause to lift up my heart 
to God in thanks and prayer. 
Whenever I drop a letter into the 
box at the post office 1 send a peti- 
tion along with it for God’s bless- 
ing upon its mission, and upon the 
person to whom it is sent. When 
1 break the seal upon a letter, I 
stop to pray to God that He might 
prepare me for its contents, and 
make it a messenger of good. And 
so on, through the day.” 

Cannot we do the same? Why 
not try tomorrow to see how many 
chances you can find during the 
day for a brief, informal word of 
thanksgiving or intercession. You, 
too, will find that it is possible to 
"pray without ceasing.”
